REPORT OF THE MONTEREY SELECT BOARD 


This report of the Monterey Select Board for the period of July 1998 through 
June 1999 relates both the routine, as well as the more unusual, actions taken 
by the Board. 


The following permits were issued: eight tag sales, eleven alarm permits, five 
driveway permits, three business permits, one package goods store permit, 
and one earth removal permit. 


The Memorial Day Parade was once again successfully organized and I Love 
Monterey Day was re-established as an annual mid-summer celebration 
weekend. 


Bids were received for road salt and sand. Although bids were also received 
for anew Highway Department truck and equipment. the truck bidding had to 
be re-done because at the time of receipt no more vehicles were to be built for 
that model year. The bid request was somewhat delayed due to the re- 
convening of the Roads and Machinery Committee whose purpose it had 
been, and will continue to be, to advise the Board on technical matters 
relating to roads and machinery. 


In addition, bids were received for new turnout gear for the members of the 
Fire Department. The Property tax exemption for fire department personnel 
was submitted again to our very able state legislators for minor modifications. 


A periodic audit was completed; the auditors found the Town to be in a 
relatively healthy financial position. 


Two conservation restrictions were accepted: one along New Marlborough 
Road, the other off Sandisfield Road and Wallace Hall Road. We are very 
grateful for these generous gifts of perpetual open space. 


Pursuant to a Federal Court decision in which the Town had been named as 
one of five defendants, the Board appointed a representative to the School 
Committee. How this method could be construed as more democratic than 
voting for the representative eludes us but we, nevertheless, complied with 
the law. 


The so-called “longevity awards” program for rewarding longtime employees 
was put into action. 


The Town began buying its electricity under a new deregulation initiative. 
Although the program is not easy to comprehend, we do know that we are 
saving a significant amount over previous years. 


The Survey Committee, having had innumerable meetings to develop and 
find-tune its questions, finally sent out its questionnaire to every household. 
The final results, when tabulated, should be most enlightening, and we look 
forward to their completion. 
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We made a second pass at the Community Development Block Grant. 
Having been turned down the prior year, we again asked Berkshire Housing 
to prepare an application on our behalf for the removal of barriers in the 
Grange Hall which houses our Town Offices. In furtherance of the Grant 
Application three public hearings were held, a government affairs consultant, 
Joe Kellogg, was indeed consulted and the Board made a few trips to Boston 
along with our talented architect, David Bixby of Clark and Green. 

(Of course all of our work did pay off—but that is for another report...) 


Finally, the one action that will ultimately have the deepest and most long- 
lasting effect on the Town came as a result of the resignation of our long-time 
Town Secretary, Mary Ellen Brown. She had the fortunate opportunity to 
take the position of Chief Financial Officer at the Southern Berkshire 
Regional School District working as the Superintendent’s immediate 
assistant. We wish Mary Ellen all the best, and are pleased to have a 
Montereyan so highly placed within the School District’s hierarchy. 

The Board interviewed three qualified applicants for the open position of 
Town Secretary, and finally selected Bonnie Jurgenson as most qualified. 
She has more than proven to be a wonderful employee. She is friendly, 
efficient, well-organized, resourceful, generous with her time, unwavering in 
her loyalty, and unshakable when confronted with a problem. Along with 
Bonnie, we are in the process of reorganizing some of the inner workings of 
Town government, streamlining procedures and periodically giving her 
greater responsibilities. 


We all look forward to the future while simultaneously enjoying the 
challenges of the moment.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING NURSES ASSOCIATION 


The Berkshire VNA — the VNA of the Berkshires is pleased to pro- 
vide comprehensive home health and health promotion services to 
the residents of Monterey. The cost of health care has been the 
center of many public debates over the past few years and as a re- 
sult federal payments for services are changing dramatically. 
Home health, which continues to be one of the most cost effective 
and preferred sources of health care is transitioning through the 
most substantial cut in funding since the inception of the Medicare 
program. These reductions continue to make the BVNA preven- 
tion and health promotion programs supported by your town even 
more important in helping to prevent those with risk of disease or 
illness from losing access to needed services. 


For nearly 100 years. we have collaborated with patients, families 
and physicians to provide the one of the most comprehensive 
packages of professional in-home medical and support services 
available in the Berkshires. These services may be needed follow- 
ing a hospital stay or outpatient surgery or help prevent hospitali- 
zation. Nursing services available include adult and pediatric nurs- 
ing, nursing specialties such as intravenous therapy, psychiatric 
nursing, parent child health, and family health. In addition, we 
provide the rehabilitative therapies of physical, occupational and 
speech therapy and medical social work. To support residents in 
need of personal care and assistance with activities of daily living 
we provide home health aides, personal care assistants, compan- 
ions and homemakers. 


Through your Board of Health program with the Berkshire VNA, 
we have provided health education, screening and disease preven- 
tion clinics as well as in-home visits to support individual, family 
and community well-being. Susan Kaufman, RNC, our public 
health coordinator, tracks, manages and provides follow-up inves- 
tigation on all reports of outbreaks of communicable diseases such 
as tuberculosis, hepatitis and bacterial food poisoning. Increasing 
the number of influenza and pneumonia immunizations given to 
town residents and increasing awareness of the value of preventa- 
tive care continues to be a key focus of this program. These pre- 
ventable illnesses can cost thousands of dollars in hospital and 
medical care and lost work and wages. Demonstrating the impact 
of this effort, 84 influenza and 16 pneumonia immunizations were 
given this past year. 


We also are pleased to report that 67 visits were completed at regu- 
larly scheduled Board of Health Prevention Clinics. Residents receive 
the personal attention of our public health nurse in monitoring blood 
pressure, testing blood sugars, being tested for TB, receiving immuni- 
zations or being able to receive counseling on health related issues or 
referrals to other medical and wellness programs. Support of these 
wellness programs by the Town of Monterey allows a good coordina- 
tion of services for residents and avoidance of some duplication in 
services. 


We at the Berkshire VNA and Berkshire Health Systems extend our 
sincere thanks to the Board of Selectmen for the opportunity to serve 
your residents. 


1. BVNA provided 540 home health visits to the residents of Mon- 
terey. Care received included skilled nursing, physical ther- 
apy, occupational therapy, speech therapy, medical social 
worker, home health aide and maternal/child health. These 
visits are covered by Medicare, Medicaid or other insur- 
ances, or were provided under the BHS Free Care Program.

Community Health Center of the Berkshires 
The Children's Health Program, Inc. is pleased to announce a new 


health program, the Community Health Center of the Berkshires 
which will offer health care services to persons of all ages regardless 
of ability to pay or health insurance status. Citizens of Monterey who 
currently have no health care are invited to call the Community 
Health Center of the Berkshires (formerly called the Center for Pedi- 
atric and Adolescent Health Care) at (413) 528-8580 for an appoint- 
ment. 24 children and adults from Monterey were seen at the Center 
in FY'99, 


FIRST STEPS: an infant/toddler development program 
FIRST STEPS offers families of young children, birth to three years, 


a continuum of services to promote optimal development. Children 
with known disabilities and children who, for unknown reasons, may 
have delayed development are eligible for screening, assessment, and 
treatment services from a full team of developmental specialists. All 
of the above services are funded, in part, by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health, by Berkshire United Way, and by the gen- 
erosity of community donors. 


Family Support Services Network 
The Family Support Network, funded in part by the Massachusetts 


Department of Education, consists of a network of services designed 
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by young families to assist them in successfully raising their young 
children. Parent-Child Playgroups, the Parent-to-Parent Volunteer 
Project, emergency day care services, and Gramma's Attic, are just a 
few of the resources open at no cost to families. 42 from Monterey 
participated in these programs in FY'99. 


The Children's Health Program, Inc. has opened a new Family Center 
at 940 South Main Street, Great Barrington, and a second center in 
Otis. Please call 528-0721 for further information. The Centers are 
funded, in part, by the Children's Trust Fund of Massachusetts. 


We are pleased that we have been providing services to families in 
Monterey for 25 years and we look forward to continuing to offer ser- 
vices to the citizens of your town for many years to come.

SOUTHERN BERKSHIRE REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


ANNUAL REPORT, 1998-99 


The 1998-99 term in the Southern Berkshire Regional School District 
was marked by political controversy, steady financial recovery, and 
educational program shifts designed to provide more challenging aca- 
demic experiences for all of the students. The rapidly changing land- 
scape of public education in Massachusetts is as important to the op- 
erations of the more rural areas as it is in Boston, and the Southern 
Berkshire School Committee, administration and staff are working 
hard to address all of the issues and concerns developed locally, as 
well as statewide, as the decade of the nineties draws to a close. 


Te Oy ate 
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The FY’99 budget was assisted by a additional $150,000 “pot- 
hole” grant from the state, and this, along with conservative 
budgeting of other state aid funds and careful expenditure pat- 
terns, helped put the District out of a deficit position more 
quickly than first expected. The District’s operating deficit at 
the end of FY’97 was just under $500,000. 

The outstanding obligation ($212,000, + 9% interest over a 7- 
year payback period) to the IRS for uncollected Medicare con- 
tributions from 1986 to 1996 had been reduced to $60,000 by 
the end of FY’99. 

The FY’00 school budget, with a 3% increase in local town 
assessments, was passed by all five towns at their annual meet- 
ings. The 3% increase line was maintained despite an increase 
of $124,000 to the local school building bond repayment obli- 
gation in ‘99-00. 

The select boards of the five towns worked with school offi- 
cials and a professional mediator to hammer out a three-year 
interim agreement on the apportionment of local assessment 
for support of the school’s operating budgets. The apportion- 
ment will be based loosely on a per pupil formula with fixed 
percentage figures applying for all three years. 

The Massachusetts school choice program that had contributed 
to financial problems in the early years of its existence as of 
late worked to the District’s advantage. A positive balance of 
students netting over $28,000 in FY’99 was most helpful for 
the cause. 

The District stepped up efforts in ‘98-99 to challenge the more 
serious students in all classes. Honors courses in the middle 
school in 1998-99 have helped spur similar developments in all 
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departments in the high school for ‘99-’00. Though honors 
level classes have been prevalent in math from grades 5-12 for 
the past several years, the only such efforts found in other 
course areas have been AP initiatives in grades 11 and 12. 
Though the more ambitious post graduate plans of the Mt. 
Everett class of 1999 are perhaps more coincidental than 
causative, there are very promising signs that all students in the 
academic spectrum are being well served by the Southern 
Berkshire program. 32 of the 44 graduates have college plans, 
and Stanford, Smith and Williams head the list of four-year 
institutions they will attend. 


On the agenda for the ‘99-’00 term: 


> The District must respond to the challenge of preparing all stu- 
dents for MCAS standardized test program. 

> The New England Association of Schools and Colleges will 
review the reaccreditation application of the District, K-12. 

> Union contracts with 145 of the District’s 155 employees ex- 
pire on June 30, 2000. 

> The District’s 5-year contract with all of its school transporta- 
tion providers (23 regular and 5 special education routes) ex- 
pires on June 30, 2000. 

> and much more.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SUPERINTENDENT 
July 1, 1998 — June 30, 1999 


Fiscal year 1999 was a good year. Blue Hill Road was reconstructed; 
new sub-drains and catch basins were installed from Bradley Farm to 
the Great Barrington Town line; The road from Pat Halls to the 
Great Barrington line received new gravel and was paved, and oil and 
stone were installed on River, Gould and Art School Roads. The gas 
and diesel tanks were removed in June, 1998, and we dug up the 500 
gallon fuel oil tank and replaced it with a 330 gallon tank inside the 
Town Garage. In November we put up 3,000 tons of sand. With this 
year’s numerous ice storms, the Town used 885 tons of salt and 3,100 
tons of sand. In the latter part of April the Town, with Tryon’s equip- 
ment placed rip rap on a section of New Marlborough Road. Ap- 
proximately 300 feet of new guard rail was installed on Rawson 
Brook Road. 


On June 29, at approximately 4 a.m. a large beaver dam broke and cut 
out a large section of Route 23 by Avalon School. The hole was filled 
in later that day and paved the following day. A new culvert is 
planned for next year. 


The usual maintenance was performed, such as graveling and grading 
of the Town’s dirt roads, and patching of pot holes and shoulder cut- 
ting on the hard surfaced roads. Water ways and culverts were con- 
stantly dug out as a result of the beavers’ busy work schedule.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
July 1, 1998—June 30, 1999 

The Monterey Library had a-productive year in 1998-1999, 
continuing to provide standard library services and sponsoring special 
programs. The total circulation for the year, including books, audio 
books, and videos, was 9,025, up from 8,411 the year before. Videos 
continue to be a popular item, accounting for about 28 percent of the 
circulation; the most popular books are adult fiction, 15 percent of the 
circulation, and books for children and young adults, 11 percent of the 
circulation. Some of the collection was moved to shelves in the base- 
ment to free shelf space in the main room for new books; the titles in 
the basement are still listed in the card catalog and are still available 
for circulation. 

The one-room addition on the back of the building was com- 
pleted in the spring of 1998 and has provided much-needed office 
space. The Trustees provided volunteer labor to paint the interior of 
the new office. In other areas of facility maintenance, the drop box 
was sandblasted and painted, the chimney cap was replaced, and 
$10,000 was appropriated to the Library at the May 1999 Town Meet- 
ing for painting the exterior of the library building, including the new 
addition and the General Knox Wing. The painting job was put out for 
bid and is to be done in the summer or fall of 1999. 

The Library once again sponsored a winter film series, show- 
ing classic movies on four Saturday nights in January and February. 
The annual book sale, held on I Love Monterey Day, July 11, 1998, 
was again well attended. The Library also sponsored a summer read- 
ing program; the theme was Mystery, and prizes were awarded to 
children who participated. Librarian Anne Marie Makuc sent a copy 
of a child’s picture book to each of the eight babies born into Mon- 
terey families during the year. The Library continued to provide a 
computer dedicated to Internet access for patrons, intended primarily 
to provide information about availability of books through interlibrary 
loan. The Library also continued to circulate passes for the Berkshire 
Museum (made possible by a grant through the Monterey Cultural 
Council) and the Norman Rockwell Museum, a program that was very 
popular. 

Laurie Shaw and Linda Thorpe were relected as Trustees, for 
three-year terms, in the May 1999 Town election. 

The Trustees thank the many people who supported and 
made donations o the Library during the year. We also thank Claire 
Mielke, who once again did volunteer work in the Library.

All of the monuments are now in place with names of Monterey Vet- 
erans inscribed for wars from the Revolutionary War through World 
War II. Some minor landscaping and installation of benches will take 
place in the future. 


If you haven’t visited the park, we suggest that you spend some pri- 
vate quite time there viewing and reading names on the stiles.

For Article 3 discussion, holds were placed on budget items 141 
(Assistant Assessor); 210 (Police Chief and Police Protection); 310 
(Operating Budget for the School); and 913 (Employment Security). 
The School Budget was discussed first. Superintendent of the South- 
ern Berkshire Regional School, Dr. William Cooper, spoke to the fact 
that there was very little good news, financially. From July 1, 1997 
the financial audit for the school showed severe difficulties in various 
areas. He passed out copies of the Annual Report for the School 
Committee from February of 1998 and noted that the General Fund 
deficit would not be one million dollars but $393,000 by June 
30,1998. In addition, the School Choice deficit had been cut consid- 
erably; that the Medicare payment shortfall was down from $224,500 
to $169,000; and that the Funds deficit was down from $617,453 to 
$456,954. Excluding the issue of State overpayment on State percent- 
ages of the School Construction, the liability is down to $624,950 in- 
cluding the Medicare liability payments. 


He noted that this budget was built on the same flawed assessment 
budget process as last year’s, and that the school has fired or laid off 
people and that programs have been dropped as a result of the budget 
deficit. All surplus funds, which might remain from a school year, 
will go to reduce the deficit. He urged that the School budget be 
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passed, since further litigation amongst the five towns of the District — 
such as has occurred in the “One-Man One-Vote” controversy still 
under litigation — would only further strain relations. 


Dr. Cooper noted that there is a less than 1-percent increase for oper- 
ating in the proposed budget. The unresolved issue of fair assess- 
ments of towns continues, and he has requested the Department of 
Education to give a ruling in writing concerning fair assessments 
(combining the issues of minimum mandated payments, per capita 
assessment for each town’s share of children attending, and the cor- 
rect apportions each Town should pay). The school committee has 
asked him to form a task force to reach consensus about how to ap- 
portion assessments. 


The Town Meeting gave its approval to the work of Jed Lipsky, Mon- 
terey’s School Committee Representative, with an ovation. Jed Lip- 
sky asked that the Town approve the budget as it was presented on the 
Warrant, since not to do so might endanger success of the budget’s 
passage by four of the five towns. He and Mr. Kevin Fox (financial 
officer of the School) spoke to the fact that Monterey has been over- 
assessed by about $9,000 this year under the school per-capita agree- 
ment, and over-assessed about $70,000 should the provisions of ex- 
cess debt be allowed. 


In answer to the question of how State law could over-ride the per- 
capita agreement of the Regional School District, Jed Lipsky noted 
that Chapter 70 section 6 uses the words “notwithstanding the re- 
gional school agreement” and that those words address some of the 
Over-assessment issues. 


A motion was offered to sequester $7000 of this year’s budget until 
the Select Board and Finance Committee are satisfied that resolution 
is occurring. Town Counsel offered the opinion that this would in- 
volve litigation if three other towns pass the budget, so that there 
would be no budget if some should be sequestered. Jed Lipsky noted 
that the School Committee could keep the towns talking, but could not 
promise resolution of the assessment issue, so how could the Town 
advance those funds? The question was called and failed by a voice 
vote. 


Discussion of the Assistant Assessor’s salary was then raised. Mem- 
bers of the Board of Assessors spoke to the issue of this position in 
terms of the greater numbers of hours it is requiring (not connected to 
reassessments but required for the day to day operations of this posi- 
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tion). The Finance Board confirmed that an additional two hours a 
week was requested, investigated and approved by both the Assessors 
and the Finance Committee. 


Discussion of the salaries for the Police Chief and Police Protection 
were raised. The Finance Committee noted that the salary raise for 
the Police Chief is part of a package over a three year period to bring 
this salary, along with others in the Town, to comparable standard. It 
was noted that the Chief has recently completed a five month training 
sequence, and the Select Board spoke in favor of education for the job 
as an investment goal for many of the municipal positions in Town. 
Note was taken that the raise is only about $25 per household if we 
include households of part-time residents, and that our own Police 
protection (through the Chief and through additional Protection by 
patrolmen) has a considerably faster response time than utilizing the 
State Police forces alone. 


The final hold, on Employment Security, was addressed. The Finance 
Committee noted that this expense has increased because two Town 
employees have qualified for unemployment recently, and it is antici- 
pated that the figure will drop back after the higher rate has been in 
place for the required period of time. 


Approval of this Article was called, and a vote taken. The Article, as 
amended by a higher figure for Employment Security but otherwise 
as presented, was passed: 

Unanimously with one abstention 


ARTICLE 4. The Town voted to authorize the Select Board to set the 
compensation of individual employees of the Town Highway Depart- 
ment within the following ranges, beginning July 1, 1998: 

Highway Superintendent: $31,559 to $41,168 a year 

Special Skilled part-time Employees: $12.46 to $16.26 per hour 
Highway Employee Level II: $11.41 to $14.88 per hour 

Highway Employee Level I: $ 9.55 to $12.46 per hour 


In answer to a question regarding Special Skilled part-time Employ- 
ees, Highway Superintendent Donald Amstead, Jr. noted that he has 
not used these rates but that he feels they might be necessary, should 
an occasion arise for the need to use special equipment and special 
skills, either by a temporary worker or by one of his own crew who 
might acquire special training for future equipment. This article was 
passed: 
Unanimously 
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ARTICLE 5. The Town voted to transfer from Overlay Surplus to the 
Reserve Fund the sum of $14,000. 
Unanimously 


At this point in the Town Meeting, there was a motion to move Arti- 
cle 23 for consideration. The motion failed. 


ARTICLE 6. The Town voted to transfer from the Berkshire County 
Dog Tax Account to the Library Appropriation Account the sum of 
$154.33, in accordance with the provisions of Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 140, Section 172. 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 7. The Town voted to authorize and direct the Assessors to 
take $75,000 from available funds to reduce the tax levy for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1998. 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 8. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$23,039 for the principal and interest on the loan for the new fire 
truck. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 9. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$9,597 for the principal and interest on the loan for the cemetery land 
purchase. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 10. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 

$2,500 for the purchase and installation of dry fire hydrants by the 

Monterey Fire Company. Fire Chief Raymond W. Tryon noted that 

there would be one hydrant installed at the causeway of Lake Garfield 

and another at the outlet of Lake Garfield, one in the center of Town, 

one at Stevens Lake, and one at Lake Buel. This article was passed 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 11. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,580 for the purchase of computer equipment and software for the 
Monterey Fire Company. 

Unanimously 
ARTICLE 12. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$21,858 for the purchase of turnout gear for the Monterey Fire Com- 
pany. Del Martin of the Fire Company demonstrated for the Town 
Meeting the items of turnout gear required for a fire and the special 
insulation required for some of the items. He pointed out the fact that 
the current gear is not only out of date but is worn-out with nine years 
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of use, often of inappropriate sizes and inadequate as protection. The 
voters approved this article. 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 13. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,000 for surveying and mapping the additional Corashire Cemetery 
land. 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 14. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$17,000 for revaluation of the Town properties. 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 15. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$65,000 for the Stabilization Fund. 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 16. The Town voted to appropriate the sum of $45,000 for 
major improvements to the Transfer Station and to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Select Board, to borrow the 
funds therefor (see above, Article 1, for the results of the debt exclu- 
sion vote). Peter Vallianos and Rudy Gero brought a plan to the floor 
of Town Meeting, demonstrating the nature of proposed improve- 
ments, as follows: There will be new positions for the containers, with 
chutes open at the top of the current driveway and concrete walkways, - 
enabling approach to two containers at a time, with a kickplate de- 
signed to prevent persons falling into the containers; to move the 
fencing further away from the road to allow trucks to site or remove 
containers more easily; to cover the entire area with a concrete pad; to 
replace the current utility shed for the attendant with a new building, 
and to shelter re-usables. The Transfer Station would be the same 
length as the present Station, but configured differently and more con- 
veniently. The article was approved: 

Unanimously with one abstention 


ARTICLE 17. The Town voted by secret written ballot to reconfirm 
the vote passed under Article 2 of the Warrant for the September 5, 
1997, Special Town Meeting which authorized the borrowing of 
$200,000 for financing repairs and replacement of septic systems. A 
motion was passed by majority verbal vote to delay counting and to 
announce the result of the secret ballot at the end of Town Meeting. 
The later ballot count was YES 62 NO3 


ARTICLE 18. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
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$500 for an "I Love Monterey Day" to be held in the summer. 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 19. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,000 for a survey of the Town to determine citizen priorities in 
planning for the future. 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 20. The Town voted to create the position of a permanent, 
part-time clerk to the Board of Health Town Counsel was concerned 
that the Town recognize the creation of the position as permanent and 
authorized, although the incumbent is not a permanent employee. The 
position was created 
Unanimously 

ARTICLE 21. The Town did not vote to plan for new municipal of- 
fices to be incorporated as part of the Edith Wilson and Marjorie 
McLaughlin property, owned by the Town of Monterey, an all-volun- 
teer committee to sign up with the Wilson House Committee, com- 
mence meetings within a month, and report with a preliminary assess- 
ment of costs for appropriate facilities and amenities at the next Town 
Meeting, whether Special or Annual, of the Town of Monterey. 

By Majority Vote 


ARTICLE 22. The Town voted to pass over the article to adopt Mas- 
sachusetts General Laws Chapter 53, Section 121, which establishes a 
nonpartisan Town Caucus for the nomination of candidates for Town 
Offices. 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 23. The Town did not vote to accept the provisions of 
Chapter 41, Section 1, and establish the Board of Health of the Town 
of Monterey. The Select Board did not want to be appealed to by ap- 
plicants who encountered problems with a separate Board of Health, 
despite the considerable amount of time required to be a Select Board 
member and Board of Health; that the Select Board did not want to 
lose expertise in new elective positions, and that they might be in fa- 
vor of an appointed Board of Health. The Select Board noted that a 
Board of Health gets no respect unless it is also the Select Board. 
Proponents of this article noted that the time requirements, and train- 
ing requirements for any Board of Health should set it aside as a sepa- 
rate Board, that an elective Board was to be preferred, and that anyone 
who runs for Select Board should not have to commit the extra 
amount of time and paperwork involved as a member of the Board of 
Health. Town Counsel noted that a Board of Health could have five 
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members. The question of establishing a separate Board was moved 
and the counted result was:

ARTICLE 24. The Town voted to authorize its Treasurer and/or Tax 
Collector to enter into a compensating balance agreement or agree- 
ments for Fiscal Year 1999, pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws 
Chapter 44, Section 53F.

ARTICLE 25. The Town voted to allow the Treasurer to use available 
funds in the Treasury or, with the approval of the Select Board, to 
borrow money in anticipation of reimbursement by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts on account of Highway Capital Funds, in 
accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 
6A, and to issue notes therefor for a period not to exceed two years 
from this date, and the proceeds from such reimbursement to be ap- 
plied to discharge the loan. 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 26. The Town voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Select Board, to borrow money from time to time in 
anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 
1998, in accordance with the provisions of Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefor, pay- 
able within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given 
for a period of less than one year, in accordance with General Laws 
Chapter 44, Section 17.

ARTICLE 27. The Town voted to authorize certain Town boards to 
appoint any member thereof to another office or position for the term

REPORT ON THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING JULY 31, 1998 
I, Barbara B. Swann, Clerk of the Town of Monterey, Massachusetts, 
hereby certify that at the Special Town Meeting of the Town of Mon- 
terey, duly called and held on Friday, July 31, 1998 at 7:30 o'clock in 
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the evening, where 82 of the 536 qualified voters of the Town of 
Monterey met in the firehouse of the Monterey Fire Company, Ltd., 
the following articles appeared in the warrant. I further certify that at 
said meeting, the following action was taken on these articles. The 
meeting was called to order by the Moderator at 7:30 P.M., as a quo- 
rum of voters was present. Reading of the full warrant was waived at 
7:32 P.M. 


ARTICLE 1. A motion to pass an article to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,158 for the payment of prior-year bills incurred in excess of 
appropriations for the Schools — Operating Account, was made and 
seconded. Discussion centered on the answer to “how can we raise 
and appropriate money at this time of the year?” Barbara Gauthier, 
Town Accountant, noted that until the tax rate is set, all we can do is 
to “raise and appropriate” funds. A hand count was taken, to satisfy 
the high percentage requirements of voting for additional School 
funds. The article passed by a vote of: 

yy ESP 62 NO 3 


ARTICLE 2. A motion to pass this article was made and seconded. 
Maynard Forbes of the Monterey Fire Company, Ltd. read the follow- 
ing substitution for the wording of this article: 

“The Town of Monterey requests the legislature to amend Chapter 

110, Section 342, of the Acts of 1993, by deleting section a) and re- 
placing it with: 

Said real estate shall be occupied and owned by said individual or oc- 
cupied by said individual and owned by a member of his or her imme- 
diate family (mother, father, brother, sister, wife or husband, son or 
daughter).” 

He noted that this amendment simply removes the term “domicile” 
from the law regarding abatements for Fire Department service. Cyn- 
thia Weber argued that this is an attempt to make a change in state law 
regarding property tax, that businesses are taxed separately, and that 
to achieve equity a bonus equal to the tax bill might be offered the 
Fire Company members who fulfill training requirements each year. 
The tax abatement to all would be the same in that case. Jack Ryder 
asked what the maximum amount of abatement was, and was an- 
swered that there is a ceiling of $1,500 for those who meet qualifica- 
tions. Peter Brown noted that the Town did not expect “domicile” to 
become a problem for some, and that the Board of Assessors had got- 
ten a legal opinion and the Town had consulted Black’s Law Diction- 
ary, regarding the definition of domicile. Since definition of 
“domicile” seems to be a problem for those who live at their place of 
business, they made the determination to drop the term “domicile”. 
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The amendment was passed unanimously. The vote to pass Article 2 
was: 
Unanimous 


ARTICLE 3. There was a motion to pass this article, seconded, and 
discussion moved first to offer an amendment to the original amount 
to be appropriated. From the original amount of $195,000, the Select 
Board asked the amount be increased to $217,000. A vote was taken 
on the amendment, and the majority voiced “aye”’. 


David Bixby, the architect, made a presentation. He noted that the 
reason for the expansion, as told the architects, was lack of space for 
those who work there. The requirement that the building be accessi- 
ble for the disabled was the second reason for expansion. As for the 
orientation of the plan, it calls for adding to the existing 1,200 feet an 
additional 1,600 feet to the building. The new entrance uses part of 
the current parking lot, with a handicapped entrance from the rear, 
and a lobby up a few steps. The elevator called for in this plan is re- 
quired because of the need to go up the two feet to the main level 
from the entrance, and, because of the size of the expansion, to go to 
the lower floor, down seven feet. The large meeting room in the front 
also has a ramp to the assessor’s office. 


He noted that this is not an office building with separate functions, but 
basically an open space to give benefits to those who use it rarely. 
The hearing room to the rear allows simultaneous meetings, and the 
Town Secretary has control over who comes in and out. To the rear is 
a Finance Office for the Treasurer and the Accountant. The Asses- 
sor’s Office is not enlarged from the present space, but has a ramp to 
be made accessible. 


Mr. Bixby noted that the Select Board began with a smaller scheme, 
of an addition of offices and a ramp to the front. The Select Board 
thought that scheme did not provide enough area. When the addi- 
tional space was required in this plan, an elevator was required. 


The work of the architects evolved from a modest scheme at the front 
to the current proposal, with the expectation of a substantial grant 
($168,000) for the elevator, the toilet, doors, the ramp to the asses- 
sor’s, the ramp at the rear, and for handicapped parking. Mr. Bixby 
noted that the elevator is a good piece of equipment and worth install- 
ing if it is funded by a grant. 


He noted the problem of Records Storage, which is not addressed in 
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the plan. If records were to be stored at the main level of the addition, 
it would be three feet above the flood level (which is the level of the 
main floor), and could be added to the rear of this addition. 


Mr. Bixby concluded by noting that the architects had tried to meet 
Select Board criteria as well as those who work in the building. He 
believes the building is designed to be modest in appearance and 
scale. 


Questions followed. Peter Vallianos asked what the dimensions of 
the new addition were. The answer varied, by area of expansion, and 
included one addition of 24 by 48 feet, another with measurements of 
20 feet by 24 feet, and that it is 30 feet from the playground. Mr. Val- 
lianos then asked about the present septic system. The answer was 
that the present septic pump tank will have to be moved, but the leach 
field will remain under the playground. 


The addition is 39 feet 11 inches from the Konkapot River, and the 
Select Board completed hearings and filings with the Conservation 
Commission, under the Rivers Protection Act. Some plantings were 
in the order of conditions from the Conservation Commission. 


The annual maintenance of the elevator was then called for. The Se- 
lect Board replied that they were not sure of the maintenance costs for 
the elevator. 


The windows, siding and exterior are planned to be matched to the 
current style and color. 


As for the front of the building, the existing entrance will be demol- 
ished and the area will be used only as an exit from the building. Mr. 
Bixby noted that the porch was to add character and scale. 


Martin Cherneff brought up the issue of record storage. Peter Brown 
of the Select Board noted that the location was not acceptable to the 
person in charge of record storage. 


Jack Ryder noted that there would be no guarantee of receipt of a par- 
ticular amount in grant money as the article was written, and what 
would happen if a smaller amount were granted? Further, what of the 
furnishings? He also asked for the effect on the tax rate. 


The effect on taxes of a five-year borrowing was explored. The aver- 
age tax bill would increase by $40 a year. If we do not have to bor- 
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row but can use the stabilization fund and free cash it would lower the 
effect. A possible USDA grant was mentioned in the amount of 
$50,000. 


There was nothing budgeted for furnishings in the $217,000 figure 
asked for, but there was a 10% contingency figure included in the es- 
timate. As much as possible, current furnishings will be reused, 
though Mr. Bixby thought the need would be modest. 


Carol Ingher asked for dimensions, and it was noted that the extension 
was 40 feet back for the larger area of addition, and 12 feet out for 
smaller areas, then 20 feet out toward the parking lot and 4 feet out 
from the front. 

The intention to create five parking spaces, with one handicapped 
space, was mentioned. As for snow removal, the design base allows 
for a graveled area with stone against which snow can be pushed. 


Dean Amidon noted that this plan was a long way from Edith Wil- 
son’s plan for Town Offices from the 1950s, but that the Select Board 
was asking for what amounts to $385,000 for a 1,600-foot expansion, 
and therefore the cost is roughly $240 per square foot. He noted that 
this might be the best way to go, but that if we need $168,000 from 
grants, by the wording of the article, we should put a minimum 
amount into the article required from the grant. 


Peter Brown noted that this is an estimate of expense only. The grant, 
however, is said to be an “all or nothing” award. Ifthe granting 
agency challenges the figures, the Select Board would have to call 
another Town Meeting. He noted that all this article does is state that 
$217,000 of the costs would be borne by the Town. As it is an elec- 
tion year, he noted, the Select Board expects the money. Fred Chap- 
man noted that the Select Board needs Town approval to submit the 
application. 


Mr. Amidon then proposed that the Town place a lower limit on the 
grant money and offered an amendment as follows: “ renovation of 
the Town Offices, contingent upon the receipt of a minimum of 
$150,000 Community Development Block Grant”. 


This amendment was seconded and voted upon. The voice vote was in 
the majority “aye.” 


Kenneth Heath asked that the article be tabled until voters decide 
what to do with the future of the Edith Wilson property. The vote was 
Yes 15, No 56, and failed. 
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Richard Tryon asked whether the septic would have to conform to the 
new rules of Title V as it is moved. David Bixby noted that it would 
be inspected under Title V rules. Mr. Tryon noted that for others, if 
there were stains of water level, it would have to be mounded up, as 
many septics under the new Title V must be. Peter Brown noted that 
he was the only member of the Select Board certified as a sanitary 
inspector and the only thing that would need to be done under the law 
is a simplified examination of the pump box and field. Another per- 
son would do the inspection, but he anticipated that since the system 
is working, they would not be looking for failure of the system, and in 
any event, the Select Board would not be adding a bedroom. 

Charles Ferris asked about future space for town records and whether 
the Town will lose the Edith Wilson property. Mr. Lewis Scheffey 
replied that Edith’s house needs $200,000 in repair to make it safe and 
accessible. He noted his support of the plan under consideration in 
the Special Town Meeting, as well thought out. As for the Edith Wil- 
son property, he noted that it might be used as a children’s school or a 
senior center. 


Maynard Forbes asked that the Town give consideration to public 
restrooms in this plan, rather than continue to use portable toilets for 
the public. 


Peter Vallianos asked whether there had been consideration for addi- 
tional parking, and asked for the width of the driveway as impacted 
by this plan. It was noted that there is 25 feet to the property line be- 
tween the building and the limit of the land. Mr. Vallianos noted that 
four spaces would be lost in the plan. Mr. Bixby noted that zoning 
requirements were met and that there was no proposal to provide 
more spaces. 


Janice Emmons expressed concern about the fact that the downstairs 
of the current building is very wet, and asked what use the downstairs 
would have in future. Peter Brown replied that footing drains have 
been installed and it is below grade, that repairs to the slab floor will 
be made and the oil tank will be relocated. Janice Emmons then noted 
that there were no measurements on the plans sent out to announce the 
hearings and asked why room measurements were not given. Peter 
Brown replied that the paper size for the announcement limited them 
to the plan they sent out. David Bixby noted that the next time, he 
would use measurements on any sketch sent to the public. 


The use of the attic area for record storage was queried. David Bixby 
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noted that it does not meet state standards for a fireproof vault on a 
concrete slab. 


Richard Tryon asked what the Select Board would do if the bids come 
in higher for this project. Fred Chapman noted that the Board had 
gotten two estimates from professional estimating firms and the two 
bids came in within 5% of one another. 


David Bixby noted that you can cut the scope of expansion, or try to 
raise more money if the bids come in higher, but that municipal bid 
law requires that the Town vote on an amount first, thus the bid esti- 
mate requests go to professionals, and the Select Board sent it to two 
estimators to provide a comparison and lessen the potentially wrong 
judgment of cost. 


Cynthia Weber asked if the estimate included the cost of relocating 
the septic, and whether she was correct in asking if the elevator goes 
up only two feet and goes down seven, reflecting the change in the 
level of the building and triggering the requirement for an elevator. 
Both questions were answered in the affirmative. She asked if it 
would be cheaper to take this money and put it in on another site, be- 
cause it might suffice for a single-level new building, because while 
the Town needs more space, this is strained space. In answer, the 
Select Board noted that all costs for any new structure would be borne 
by the Town, and that in any case the Town would be required to 
bring the present building up to standards of accessibility. 


Kenneth Heath noted that only the same offices as previous would be 
housed in this new space. 

Carol Ingher asked what the cost per square foot would be for new 
construction. Mr. Bixby noted that it would depend on the plan and 
on its location. 


As for office space for those functions of Town government not repre- 
sented here, the Select Board noted that the Police might be located in 
the basement, and that they currently have the old Select Board of- 
fices over the Kindergarten. The Board noted that this was not in- 
tended to be a proposal for all, but only to solve some immediate 
problems. 


Jane Bowles inquired whether this speaks to the long view. Are we 
planning here for five years or ten, or what? She asked what became 
of the questionnaire for which money was appropriated at the Annual 
Town Meeting, and whether the needs of other parts of municipal 
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government would be addressed, and when. Peter Brown replied that 
he did not know, but the present plan was the only one that could be 
implemented at reasonable cost. 


Dean Amidon noted that for those who wanted to build 1,600 feet 
new, it would cost $500,000 to tear down the Grange Building and 
build it new. 


Robert Rodgers asked once again about record storage, and where the 
records were currently being kept. In answer, the Town Clerk noted 
she works from her home and that the bulk are stored there, some in 
the Town Shed, but that the proposed location would be too vulner- 
able in her view to water damage. Muriel Lazzarini noted that the 
Select Board is considering some use of the Edith Wilson site for re- 
cords storage as a regional storage for records. 


Carol Ingher asked to move the question, which was seconded and 
voted in the affirmative. 


The Moderator read the amended article, as follows: 


Shall the Town vote to appropriate the sum of $217,000 for an addi- 
tion to and renovation of the Town Offices, contingent upon the re- 
ceipt of a minimum of $150,000 Community Development Block 
Grant the Massachusetts Department of Housing and Community De- 
velopment's Small Cities Program, and to authorize the Town Treas- 
urer with the approval of the Select Board to borrow said amount. 


The amended article was unanimously approved to be voted upon. 


As required by Town Bylaws, a secret ballot was taken. The vote was 
YESS: ONO. Lt, 
Article 3 passed. 


A motion was made to adjourn at 9:20 P.M. and was passed by unani- 
mous voice vote.

QUESTION 1. PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITU- 
TION Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the con- 
stitution summarized below, which was approved by the General 
Court in joint sessions of the two houses on July 29, 1996 (yeas 127- 
nays 41)? 

Summary: This proposed constitutional amendment would prohibit 
the state Legislature from changing the base compensation received 
by members of the Legislature as of January 1, 1996. As of the first 
Wednesday in January of 2001, and every second year thereafter, the 
base compensation would be increased or decreased at the same rate 
as increases or decreases in the median household income for the 
Commonwealth for the preceding two-year period as ascertained by 
the Governor.

QUESTION 2. LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION Do 
you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken 
by the Senate or the House of Representatives before May 6, 1998 ? 


Summary: This proposed law would create a new voluntary system 
allowing candidates for state office who agree to campaign spending 
limits and $100 contribution limits to receive a set amount of public 
funds for their campaigns, starting with the 2002 election. The pro- 
posed law would also limit transfers of money from national pollitical 
parties to state political parties for administrative, overhead, or party- 
building activities. It would also require candidates for state office 
who had raised or spent at least a set minimum amount in an election 
cycle to file their required campaign finance reports with the state 
electronically, and the public would have prompt electronic access to 
such reports. 

The new funding system would replace the existing system of limited 
public financing of campaigns for statewide office. To participate in 
the new system, a candidate would have to raise a minimum number 
of contributions from registered voters in the relevant district, as fol- 
lows: Governor, 6000; Lt. Governor, Attorney General, or Treasurer, 
3000; Secretary of State or Auditor, 2000; Executive Councilor, 400; 
State Senator, 450; State Representative, 200. Such contributions 
would have to be between $5 and $100 and be collected during a lim- 
ited period: for statewide candidates beginning on August | of the 
year before the election, for other candidates beginning on January | 
of the election year, and for all candidates ending on the last day to 
file nomination papers with the Secretary of State. 

For any election, a participating candidate could not accept contribu- 
tions of more than $100 from any person or political committee and 
could not raise or spend any money other than these contributions and 
public funds. 

Candidates meeting all of these requirements would, subject to appro- 
priation by the Legislature, receive public funding in the primary and 
general elections. This would come from a new state Clean Elections 
Fund, consisting of amounts voluntarily contributed through the check 
off on the state income tax return, any amounts appropriated by the 
Legislature, and any money in the existing state election campaign 
fund. 

The chart below shows the amount of public funds a candidate could 
receive in the primary and general elections. A candidate could raise 
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and spend private contributions in order to bring his or her spending 
up to the spending limit shown below. 


A participating candidate running unopposed would receive only half 
the listed amount of public funds and could spend correspondingly 
less than a candidate with an opponent. All funds could be spent only 
for campaign purposes. Any unspent public funds from a primary or 
general election would have to be returned after that election. A par- 
ticipating candidate who violated the contribution or spending limits 
would have to return all public funds, become ineligible for further

funds, and in some cases pay fines. 


Candidates who do not accept public funds would have to report any 
spending in excess of the limit shown above and could be fined for 
failing to do so. If such a non-participating candidate spent more than 
the limit, participating candidates in that race would immediately re- 
ceive, and could spend, public “matching funds’: equal to the amount 
of the excess spending. The total amount of public funding (including 
matching funds) a candidate could receive would be limited to twice 
the spending limit for that race. During the general election cam- 
paign, running mates for Governor and Lt. Governor would be treated 
as teams in order to determine the distribution of any matching funds. 


An individual or political committee’s total in-kind contributions 


such as goods and some services) to a participating candidate would 
be limited to $500 per election. Higher limits would govern political 
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parties’ in-kind contributions. Participating candidates could not ac- 
cept more than a set amount in such contributions, ranging from 
$3,000 per election for Representative up to $35,000 for Governor. 
The expenditure, contribution, and public funding limits would be 
adjusted every two years for inflation. A special commission 
(including elected officials and private citizens) would be set up to 
meet every two years to review the system and recommend any 
needed changes. The state Director of Campaign Finance could issue 
regulations to interpret and enforce the proposed law. 

The proposed law states that if any of its parts were declared invalid, 
the rest of the law would stay in effect. 

A yes vote would change the laws governing public financing of cam- 
paigns. 

A no vote would make no change in the laws governing public financ- 
ing of campaigns.

QUESTION 3. LAW PROPOSED BY AN INITIATIVE PETITION

QUESTION 4. REFERENDUM ON AN EXISTING LAW. Do you 
approve of a law summarized below, which was approved by the 
House of Representatives on November 19, 1997 by a vote of 124 to 
30, approved by the Senate on November 19, 1997 by a vote of 32 to 
6? 

Summary: The law changes the state’s electric utility industry. Start- 
ing in March 1998, instead of buying power from the utility that owns 
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the power lines, customers may choose to buy power from separate 
generating companies competing with each other to sell power to be 
delivered by the existing utility. Customers not choosing a new com- 
peting generating company will be provided power by their existing 
utility under a transition rate for 7 years, starting from a rate 10% less 
than 1997 rates. By September 1999, rates for such customers must 
be further reduced from 1997 rates (adjusted for inflation) by 5%. 
Subject to restrictions in the law, rates paid by such customers may be 
adjusted up or down if approved by the new state Department of Tele- 
communications and Energy (DTE). 

The law lets a utility recover, from customers, previously incurred 
costs related to generating plants and contracts that have become un- 
economical under competition. Utilities must first reduce such 
“transition costs” in all reasonable ways, which may include selling 
non-nuclear generating plants. DTE must approve such sales and the 
utility’s way of financing transition costs, and DTE may limit which 
costs may be charged to customers. Public agencies may arrange the 
sale of special bonds to help a utility finance transition costs to pro- 
vide savings to customers. 

Utilities claiming they cannot offer the required rate reductions must 
work with DTE to find all possible ways to do so. State tax revenues 
related to sales of power plants may be used, if found necessary by 
DTE and subject to legislative appropriation, to ensure that utilities 
provide the 15% rate reduction. Utilities must maintain discounts for 
low-income customers. 

DTE must issue consumer protection and related regulations related to 
energy sales, and the law lets the state Attorney General enforce con- 
sumer protection laws and regulations against energy companies. To 
maintain reliability, DTE must set performance-based rates and ser- 
vice quality standards for electric and gas utilities. Utilities failing to 
meet the standards may be fined up to 2% of their annual revenues. 
Such utilities sill not be allowed to cut staff levels unless either the 
relevant unions agree or DTE finds that the cuts will not lead to sub- 
standard service. Utility employees who are laid off due to the law 
will, if eligible for unemployment benefits, also be eligible for reem- 
ployment assistance benefits. 

If a generating plant loses value due to the law, the responsible com- 
pany must pay the affected city or town until 2009 to offset Jost prop- 
erty tax revenue. Cities and towns may set up power purchasing co- 
operatives for local customers. Businesses and other organizations 
may also set up cooperatives. A municipal lighting plant that chooses 
to sell power outside its own service area must compete with other 
generating companies within its service area. 

The law requires electric utilities to continue energy efficiency and 
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demand management programs until 2003 and directs DTE to ensure 
that such programs are cost effective. The law imposes a charge on 
electricity consumers to promote renewable energy projects and to 
help cities and towns pay to add pollution control equipment to exist- 
ing trash-to-energy plants. By 2003, power suppliers must provide an 
annually increasing percentage of power from new renewable sources, 
and fossil-fuel power plants must start to meet efficiency standards 
limiting pollution. The law ends the requirement that the state find a 
need for a proposed power plant but preserves environmental reviews. 
The law changes the State Department of Public Utilities to the new 
DTE, controlled by a 5-member commission with expertise on speci- 
fied issues. The law gives the state Division of Energy Resources 
new duties related to energy restructuring, such as educating consum- 
ers and helping cities and towns. 

A yes vote would continue the new law changing the electric utility 
industry. 

A no vote would undo these changes in the electric utility industry.

REPORT ON THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, 
DECEMBER 7, 1998 


I, Barbara B. Swann, do hereby certify that on December 7, 1998 at a 


Special Town Meeting of the Town of Monterey, 41 of 528 qualified 
voters, warned in accordance with Commonwealth law and Town by- 
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law,-met in the Firehouse of the Monterey Fire Company, Ltd. The 
meeting was called to order by the Moderator in said Town at 7:00 p. 
m., the reading of the Warrant was waived at 7:02 p.m. and then and 
there the Town took the following actions with regard to the Warrant 
for the meeting: 


ARTICLE 1. This article was moved and seconded and discussion 
was as follows: Jed Lipsky, Monterey representative to the Southern 
Berkshire Regional School District Board, offered the following ex- 
planation. When Educational Reform was adopted in 1994, there was 
an alleged agreement about an approach to apportionment of the costs 
of the school. The State Department of Education has offered an ap- 
proach neither New Marlborough nor Sheffield agreed to. A subse- 
quent budget passed by four of the five towns has New Marlborough 
withholding $100,000. We have diligently worked to come up with a 
proposal, and the article presented here is the initial result. When en- 
rollment figures came out, Sheffield had an increase of $308,000 by 
the method presented in this article. They are not participating in this 
amendment to the Charter and so, the vote will not have the force of 
law, because it will not be unanimous. 

Further questioning of Jed Lipsky followed, eliciting the fact 
that the Reform of 1994 overrode our agreement, that some costs for 
the Regional School District are paid disproportionately, but not the 
per pupil costs for the School. It was noted that Sheffield simply got 
hit with larger enrollments. Further, to some degree, Monterey 
would probably pay more. Asked about the proportion of Partial Year 
Residents for the towns, our Assistant Assessor offered the approxi- 
mation of New Marlborough being about 50% and Monterey close to 
70% in Second Homes. 

Mr. Lipsky noted that we have been promised a “pothole” 
grant if the assessment situation can be clarified. We do need the 
grant, all the kids in the school are really our responsibility, and we 
should do everything we can. He noted that we might be willing to 
kick in the extra funding for an Honors program. Mr. Lipsky also 
noted that twenty-five cents of every dollar goes to debt service for 
the new school. The proposed Warrant Article does not help Shef- 
field, it theoretically would help New Marlborough, and Monterey 
would only be affected by about $3,000 additional cost. Monterey 
would go on record as supporting this apportionment, in a return to 
what we used as a formula for forty years, for the next three years. 

It was noted that it takes a 2/3 majority to create and certify a 
School Board’s Budget for Town Meetings. With political appointees 
in place, we are hard pressed for that 2/3 majority if it does not get 
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approval from Sheffield’s leadership. A Motion was made to pass the 

Article as read (without taking the secret ballot required of an official 

amendment to the School Charter). That motion passed: 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 2. This article was moved and seconded, and a.motion was 
made to pass over this article. The article was passed over 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 3. Ina report from the Planning Board, Chairwoman 
Maggie Leonard of that Board noted that members of the Board as 
well as the Assessors knew we were getting floating patios on Lake 
Garfield. It was of concern, since sound travels on the lake. Ata 
Public Hearing, it was noted that this article does not address rafts 
floating without attachments to the land. As for State jurisdiction, 
part of the definition came from the State’s regulations. 

Following the Planning Board report, the Board was asked 
about discussions with New Marlborough, since Lake Buel is partly in 
that town. The Board responded that discussions with New Marlbor- 
ough have been difficult. 

Dean Amidon spoke against the article, believing that there 
are too many bylaws where the State already has control and the Con- 
servation Commission is already involved, that this should not be 
passed without Second-Home opinion, and that each dock proposed 
should be individually considered. He noted we should get the Lake 
Garfield Association and Lake Buel Association opinion. Fred Vorck 
noted that it does not take into account side-by-side docks in one loca- 
tion. 

Fred Chapman of the Planning Board noted that the State 
says if there is a non-water-dependant use of a dock, the license from 
the State can be rescinded. At present, there seem no definitions and 
guidelines in place for us to deny a permit. Georgianna O’Connell 
asked if we could meet and work with the State Licensing Board, and 
Fred Chapman noted that these guidelines are coming from them. 
Georgianna O’Connell asked if we could have more careful review, as 
a smaller town, from the State. The question was called, seconded, 
and a hand count was taken as follows:

There have been not one but 
two tornadoes affecting our cemeteries, and trees are growing larger 
and are falling and breaking stones. The Committee used what it 
could of the Perpetual Care Account, but the expenses are backing up 
over the years. It is seen as a one-time expense for this purpose. 
Dean Amidon noted that the Veterans Memorial park has benefited 
from Cemetery Committee attention and care. The article, authoriz- 
ing a transfer from Free Cash, was passed:

Selectwoman Muriel Lazzarini noted that today, December 7, is the

REPORT OF THE MONTEREY SELECT BOARD 


This report of the Select Board covers the fiscal year from 
July 1, 1999 to June 20, 2000. Muriel Lazzarini was the 
Chair for most of this period. The year challenged us with a 
variety of exciting and emotional issues among which were 
the receipt of a grant, the preparation for Y2K, the adoption 
of a town dog restraint by-law, the adoption of a sign by-law, 
a request to suspend classes at the Monterey School and a 
near showdown between the Zoning of Appeals and the 
Select Board. 


Perhaps the highlight of this period was the signing of the 
$456,309 Block Grant awarded to Monterey by the 
Massachusetts Department of Housing and Community 
Development for the barrier removal project at the Town 
Offices. We were particularly grateful to Senator Andrea 
Nuciforo for his help in making certain that we could 
proceed with the project as outlined in our grant application 
and with no additional revisions being required. The 
Berkshire Housing Authority is administering the grant. 


In preparation for Y2K concerns, the State performed an 
audit summary for Monterey and we met or exceeded all 
necessary criteria. What a misadventure this was in 
hindsight. 


The very emotional issue of a dog restraint by-law was 
discussed at a public hearing and debated at a special town 
meeting. It passed in substantially the same form as it was 
introduced. This local by-law became necessary because of 
the dissolution of county government. 


The adoption of a Town sign by-law as well as the adoption 
of a non-criminal disposition for residential numbering was 
discussed and passed at the special town meeting. Also, at 
this meeting, money was transferred to the highway fund for 
the repair of Bidwell Park Road. Before the repair work was 
done, a:title search was conducted to assure that this was 
indeed a town-owned road. The search could only determine 
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that no one else owned it. Thus, by default, we assumed 
responsibility and even ownership for the road and repaired 
it. 


Superintendent William Cooper, at the request of the 
Southern Berkshire Regional School District School 
Committee, visited the Select Board to discuss the 
suspension of classes at the Monterey School for the 2000- 
2001 school year because of low enrollment. We absolutely 
opposed the plan and suggested that it was incumbent upon 
the District to attract more students to the school with a 
program that would excite and entice parents to enroll their 
children. Ultimately this was accomplished with a two-year 
kindergarten program. 


A complaint was filed in Superior Court by the Select Board 
requesting an annulment of a Special Permit granted by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals for property on Point Road. We 
subsequently moved to withdraw the complaint when it was 
learned that the information given us was upon which we 
based our complaint was inaccurate. 


The Select Board scheduled a meeting in Lenox with 
Massachusetts Highway officials to discuss the latest 
information on snow removal. We also attended an all day 
“Ice Breakers” workshop sponsored by Mass Highway on 
new technology for snow and ice removal. 


Speeding on our primary roads and particularly through the 
center of town continues to be a major concern. At the 
request of several citizens a meeting was held with those 
citizens, the finance committee, the Chief of Police and the 
Select Board to discuss ways to increase patrols. The Board 
supports a zero tolerance for speeders. 


Bids were accepted ;for the purchase of gravel and stone, for 
salt and sand, and for the rental of heavy equipment with an 
operator as well as for the paving of a ;section of Tyringham 
Road. We also accepted bids for a search and rescue airboat 
for the Fire Department, and for a four-wheel-drive Ford 
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truck for the Highway Department. A single bid was 
received for the renovation of the Transfer Station and action 
on it has been delayed because of the higher than expected 
cost involved. 


The number of permits issued was similar to past years with 
four tag sale permits, 5 driveway permits, 3 business permits, 
1 retail package permit and 1 earth removal permit. Two 
pole hearings were held to obtain public comments on the 
proposed location of new utility poles. The Board approved 
new conservation restrictions on six separate properties. The 
Town is especially grateful to the late Robert Thieriot for 
five of these properties, which will help to insure open 
spaces for future generations. 


We again held a meeting for second homeowners on a 
summer Saturday morning. In response to a suggestion 
made at this meeting we opened the transfer station on Labor 
Day from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. This proved to be very successful. 


The town observance of Memorial Day started with a service 
at the Veterans Park and was followed with an afternoon 
parade through the center of Town and ending with hot dogs 
and drinks for all. I love Monterey Day saw s wide variety 
of activities for all ages culminating with a picnic at the 
pavilion provided by Gould Farm. 


We are proud and happy to report that Bonnie Jurgenson, our 
new Town Secretary has been handling the intricacies of her 
job with great skill and she has become a tremendous asset to 
the Town.

The fiscal year 1999-2000 was an active one in regional 
planning issues and their implications for the Town. 
Preliminary and later more comprehensive versions of “A 
regional Plan for the Berkshires” were presented to the 
Board by the Berkshire Regional Planning Commission. 
These were read and discussed, and the Boards’ questions 
and comments conveyed to them. Also presented to the 
Board by Regional Planning were the mapped results of a 
build out analysis of the county done by them.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS 
SERVICES 


During FY 2000, DDVS functions totaled 6, 195 for the 
clients of the District, an increase of 5% over FY 99. This 
number included some 199 office visits and 1,233 field visits 
and operations involving 4,638 miles of travel , which 
despite a long-distance trip loss of some 1,268 miles, 
represents a 15% increase of 789 miles. Lately, a significant 
portion of service and mileage entails providing 
transportation to various medical appointments, visits to 
local nursing homes, hospitals, banks, grocers, moving 
household goods, performing personal and household tasks 
and extensive coordination of related paperwork; obviating 
anything like a 23-hour work week. The overall count 
continues a pattern of significant growth from a six month 
© tally in CY95 of 1,212. 

' .‘ Currently, there are two CH 115 benefits claims 
- District-wide; however, ‘an increase to $16,557.50. This is 
due primarily to there having been an additional case, 
suspended for cause, coupled with qualifying Veterans’ 
“burials and DVS reimbursements for Memorial Grave 
Marker Flags for Veterans. DVS programs affording direct 
payment to qualifying individuals with no local outlay 
include annuities to some 100% Disabled Veterans as well as 
Gold Star Spouses and Parents, and the Persian Gulf Bonus 


Program. 
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Continuing to aggressively access alternative 
funding and service sources in providing a broad based 
program, the elevation in CH 115 benefits represents at this 
point a 48% reduction from CY 95’s $31,916.32 with an 
increase of 52% in related functions from CY 96, the first 
full-year tally by this Director. 

Berkshire Hills Regional School District has 
awarded ten diplomas, one posthumously, to WWII Veterans 
as they participated in DVS’s Operation Recognition . 
Departing Superintendent, Linda Day, assured DDVS that as 
other qualified individuals come forward subsequent 
ceremonies could be anticipated. As of this date, Southern 
Berkshire Regional School District remains in-process 
regarding participation. This program provides recognition, 
in the form of a diploma, to those individuals who departed 
high school, prior to graduation, in order to respond to the 
Nation’s military need in WWII. Diplomas are available to 
both Veterans and posthumously to surviving families. 
Interested parties should contact DDVS. 

As both a Town and District Agency it is imperative 
that constituents have knowledge of and informed access to 
DDVS. To these ends the Director requested that all 
member towns add the Veterans Agent listing to their 
respective municipal telephone directory headings as a town 
agency. To facilitate this, instructions were provided as 
received from Bell Atlantic. Due to any number of 
unfortunate circumstances only Egremont and Sandisfield 
listings materialized in the current Directory. To address this 
issue DDVS has entered and confirmed such listings in the 
Information telephone network which will advance to 
appropriate Directory status on next publication. In an effort 
to ensure this sequence, the Director will periodically 
monitor and re-check with Bell Atlantic staff. 

Director has attended MVSOA Summer conference, 
weather conditions precluding winter participation. As in the 
past, Director meets monthly with DAVRO/VARO:NSO in 
mounting and updating VA related Compensation/Pension 
cases. Additionally, since its inception in 1998, Director has 
and anticipates continued presence at DVS Training; offered 
this year in September.

injured animals euthanized - 1; Response to trees or wires in 
the road - 9; Trespass - 5; Vandalism- 1; Well being 
checks, mentally disturbed, homeless persons - 7 

There were in excess of 600 calls for information. 
While on patrol the department issued 240 citations and 
arrested 1 operator. There were also 13 people summoned 
to court. Strict enforcement of speeding and other motor 
vehicle laws, as well as, increased visibility of the police 
department helps to reduce motor vehicle accidents and 
keep the roads safe. It also helps to deter the criminal 
element and helps to maintain the quality of life we all 
enjoy here in Monterey. 

On December 9, 1999(FY’200) we were awarded 
$16.000 from a Community Policing Grant. This grant 
money was used to add additional patrols nights and 
weekends.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 

The Monterey Conservation Commission reviewed 
30 filings this year. We had 26 Requests for Determinations 
of Applicability (RDA) and 4 Notices of Intent (NOI). 
Additionally we issued several emergency orders for work 
impacting the public health and safety. The period covered 
was July 1, 1999 through June 30, 2000. The annual Lake 
Garfield drawdown plan was approved as requested by the 
Select Board. 

We pursued an enforcement action against Smith 
for cutting all trees and plants on their Lake Garfield 
building lot without a valid order of conditions: a replanting 
plan was approved and installed. 

The Conservation Commission applies the 
Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act, including the 
Regulations for the Rivers Protection Act, to projects 
conducted in Monterey. Many applications and _ the 
consideration of those applicants encourage us. The 
applications cover work done near Ponds, Lakes, Streams, 
beaver ponds, a variety of Wetland environments, and 
isolated land that is wet: new houses and house additions, 
septic system work, driveway work, and general construction 
activities. 

We presume that if approved by the Board of Health 
these repairs or new systems, according to the current level 
of knowledge, are improving the quality of our ground water 
environment. 

As always, if you wish to discuss your project 
informally, before filing with the Conservation Commission, 
we would be happy to answer your questions. We meet 
regularly on the 2nd Monday of each month. 

Our responsibility is for the review of project plans, 
including construction, pruning, tree cutting, land clearing, 
river clean-up, any of which include activity in or within 100 
feet of a Resource (any lake, pond, stream, swamp, or 
vegetated wetland and within 200 feed of any River.

REPORT OF THE SANITARY INSPECTOR 
Fiscal year 2000 brought many new challenges to 
the Board of Health. More Title 5 septic system upgrades 
have been necessary due to the inspection process required 
prior to property transfer. The majority of these systems 
were in need of variance approvals, along with the use of 
innovative alternative technologies. The added technologies 
which afford a cleaner septic effluent was necessary as 
upgrades were required in environmentally sensitive areas. 
The process for each approval takes many hours and review 
with the Board of Health and Design Engineer. In addition, 
the State Department of Public Health continues to amend 
existing regulations and create new ones without providing 
Boards of Health with the added resources to comply with all 
the requirements. This includes Recreational Camps for 
Children, Swimming Pools, Food Service regulations 
effective October of 2000 and in the near future Bathing 
Beach regulations and Body art regulations. 


Two large scale projects, the Seven Stones and Gould Farm 
(Roadside Store, Food Processing Building) were reviewed 
and monitored as required under the appropriate state codes. 
Routiné inspections were completed of all the Recreational 
Camps for children and food service establishments as 
required. Any violations found were brought to the attention 
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of the owners and corrected.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SUPERINTENDENT 


Fiscal year 2000 was a good year with a tremendous amount 
of work accomplished. 


The Town started reconstruction on Tyringham Road from 
the village to the intersection of Hupi Roads. New sub- 
drains, new culverts, new basins, and approximately 80% of 
the existing hard top road was broken up, removed and 
replaced with a foot of gravel rolled, graded, and paved over 
with 4” of bituminous concrete. 


Aprons for driveways and topsoil on the roads’ shoulders of 
Tyringham Road were completed on November 19, 1999 
which completed the reconstruction project. 


The winter of 99-2000 was the easiest since I’ve been in the 
Department. Our first storm took place on December 23, 
1999 and our last snow storm took place on December 21, 
2000. WE had a ;small ice storm in March. I like this kind 
of winter (short and easy). Only 1,003 tons of salt and 1,200 
tons of sand were used. 


On April 3 the Town, with Tryon Construction’s equipment, 
replaced the old culvert on Route 23 with a new 72” cone 
culvert. During the construction we got a surprise show 
storm of 8” — 9” on Sunday, April 9 that lasted through 
Monday. The job was finished on April 20, 1999. 


The usual maintenance work was performed in between jobs 
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I would like to thank my Town Highway Crew, Peter, 
Lyman, Rich, and my winter helper, Ted, and my summer 
helper Shawn for the great job they do, and many thanks to 
the Town’s people for the great new 550 Ford plow and 
dump truck. It is an excellent piece of equipment for the 
Town.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


July 1, 1999—June 30, 2000 

The Monterey Library had a productive year in 
1999-2000, continuing to provide standard library services 
and sponsoring special programs. The total circulation for 
the year, including books, audio books, and videos, was 
8,842, down slightly from 9,025 the year before. Videos 
were once again a popular item, accounting for about 25 
percent of the circulation; audio books accounted for 9 
percent. Popular books were adult fiction, 16 percent of the 
circulation, and books for children, 11 percent of the 
circulation. 

The exterior painting of the main wing of the 
Library was completed in late fall of 1999. The contractor 
discovered rot in portions of the Knox Museum wing during 
prep work for painting and was directed by the Trustees to 
halt work on it until repairs can be made. In the May 2000 
Town Meeting warrant, the Trustees requested the Town to 
appropriate $8,000 for the repair of the Knox wing, and the 
request was approved. The Trustees prepared specifications 
and put the job out to bid in June 2000. 

A new tree was planted on the front lawn by Ward’s 
Nursery to replace one that had died. A new main computer 
for the Library was placed in service in fall 1999. The 
computer was paid for by the state aid received for this fiscal 
year (the Library received $2,067.20 from the 
Commonwealth in state aid this year). The old copy 
machine. which had been in service for many years, finally 
broke down beyond repair and was replaced by a new and 
more sophisticated model; the new machine has proved very 
popular with patrons. 

The Library once again sponsored several programs 
and special services for the community, including 
performances by storytellers and a summer reading program 
for children. The annual book sale in July was once again 
very popular, as were the circulating museum passes to the 
Rockwell Museum and the Berkshire Museum. And the 
Library continued to provide a computer dedicated to 
Internet access for patrons, intended primarily to provide 
information about availability of books through interlibrary 
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loan. Librarian Anne Marie Makuc continued the Library 
program of sending a child’s picture book to the families of 
the Monterey babies born during the year. 

John Higgins, a Trustee for fifteen years and 
Chairperson for many of those, chose not to run again when 
his term expired in May 2000. The other Trustees are very 
grateful to John for his many years of service. In the May 
Town election, Kathy Bracken was elected to fill the empty 
Trustee position and Donna Trumbull was reelected, both to 
three-year terms. 

The Trustees thank the many people who supported 
and made donations to the Library during the year. And we 
once again thank Claire Mielke, who continued to do 
volunteer work in the Library.

Discussion of this article centered on the following: 132, 
Reserve Fund: The reduction of this item from previous 
years takes into account Article 19, asking for $18,000, and 
that money can be transferred into the Reserve Fund through 
this accounting procedure. 148, Bank Charges reflects not 
the actual costs but the fund from which the Treasurer can 
draw. She has switched vendor accounts for all but payroll, 
expects to spend only about half the amount. appropriated, 
and noted that the monies would be available for bounced 
checks and occasional fees. | 

159, Town Office Secretary. The Select Board argued that, 
while the individual previously holding this position has left 
their employment, the Board wants, to have the ability to hire . 
a highly qualified person should .theyapply for: the post. 
They noted the job description will be changing, but.that the 
individual hired will sign a release form regarding future 
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restructuring of the duties of the position. Asked how many 
secretaries are under the direction of the Board, several were 
mentioned. The Select Board noted they are seeking to 
consolidate these posts. 195, Town Report. The Select 
Board noted that the person assigned to this task was 
swamped, but also that the printer was involved in the delay, 
that the Board is trying to streamline the report. 197, 
Computer Software and Supplies. The Select Board noted 
that the increase of $3,000 is for a Town Computer for the 
Town Clerk, who has been using her own computer. 244, 
Fire and Gas Inspector: Since there had been parity in the 
Inspector’s salaries, this 40% increase was questioned. The 
Select Board noted that fees for these persons go into the 
General Fund and are often set (and set low) by the State, but 
that this is a salary account and reflects the time spent in 
inspection. 310, Schools Operating: The Town offered Jed 
Lipsky a standing ovation for his long and hard service to the 
Town as Chair of the School Committee. Jed Lipsky noted 
that he did not resign, but is finishing out this, the last term 
as an elected post, and will not accept an appointed position. 
He noted that the school deficit is now down to $175,000 and 
that the school has downsized to meet this level of deficit. 
Superintendent of the Southern Berkshire Regional District, 
Dr. William Cooper, addressed the Town Meeting to note 
that this budget is fair to the school program and 
representative of our resources.

The Town voted to accept the recommendation 
of the Monterey Salary Committee for a Longevity Award 
Plan that recognizes length of service and augments income 
for employees whose length of service exceeds the ten-step 
pay plan, as amended on the floor of Town Meeting, is as 
follows:

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In discussion, there was initially a move to pass over this 
article, which failed to acquire a 2/3 vote. The counted vote 
to pass over was: Yes 36, No 23. 

Discussion continued, focused on the fact that the Salary 
Committee offered this as a means to address those 
individuals who have served the Town many years and have 
reached the ceiling of salary levels for their jobs. It reflects 
the likely percent they would otherwise have gotten, and 
places value on longevity. Otherwise the salary schedule 
does not allow for raises after ten years of service. Asked 
whether an increase ought, instead, to be on merit, the 
Finance Committee noted that they attempted to put salary 
levels more in line with what the Town could support, but 
they were reluctant to lose qualified people who have served 
longer than the ceiling levels. Asked whether salaries were 
under periodic review anyway, the Select Board noted that 
the fixed salary schedule would only be adjusted with 
increased requirements for each job. As a discretionary 
management tool, the idea gained further discussion. Karl 
Finger offered an amendment, later offered again by Charles 
Ferris, changing the first sentence from “shall receive” to 
“may, at the discretion of the Select Board, receive...” the 
longevity award. The counted vote on the amendment was 
called. The vote was unanimous in favor of this amendment. 
The final hand count on the amended proposal for a 
Longevity Award was:53 YES 22 NO 

and the Longevity Award was approved by Town Meeting.

The Town voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $18,000 for the purchase of an ice- and water-rescue 
vehicle for the Monterey Fire Department. Discussion of the 
Article concerned training (the State Police will train the Fire 
Department in its use) on whether other cities and towns in 
the County have these (they do not), how often it would be 
used (it was noted there have been three drownings in the 
last fifteen years) as well as whether the Police would have 
access to it for enforcement of boating law (they would not) 
and the advantages of this vehicle. It was noted that the 
Town needs a vehicle which will work on ice and ‘in water, 
that the vehicle will be able to be used as transport to the 
ambulance, that there is room for it in the Fire House (it is 
16” by 6’ on a trailer and has its own universal hitch) that it 
gives a stable platform for divers and anchors the divers, as 
well as the fact its motor can be shut off and the vehicle will 
not sink. The Town approved this purchase: Unanimously 


ARTICLE 9. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $9,000 for the painting of the Monterey Library 
building, with no discussion: Unanimously 


ARTICLE 10. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,500 to fund the administration of the Emergency 
Management Plan, with no discussion: Unanimously 


ARTICLE 11. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,000 for the purchase of equipment for the 
Emergency Management Center. Discussion centered on the 
fact that this money would be used to redesign the office of 
the Fire Department building, as well as for office equipment 
and furniture. The article was approved: Unanimously 


ARTICLE 12. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000 to hire an Administrative Consultant. 

Discussion centered around a request for a description of the . 
duties of the Consultant. Fred Chapman of the Select Board 
noted that this was an experiment, that the Board might not 
spend all the money but that Joe Kellogg, former Town 
Manager in Great Barrington and Lenox, was willing to do

Discussion commenced with the pRuon ne written report 
from the Planning Board: 

The Purpose of this sign bylaw. is:to. prevent the 
proliferation of unsightly and possibly hazardous signs in the. 
Town of Monterey. Its purpose is also to preserve. the 
character of the,,agricultural.:and.:residential, districts: where 
home businesses and agricultural activities may exist by 
signage which is appropriately sized and placed. The 
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proposed sign bylaw will be new, and will be Section VII.A 
Sign Bylaw. 

Questions were focused on the “setback” and whether it is a 
setback from a traveled way similar to setbacks required for 
building permits (answered in the affirmative by the 
Planning Board) and that a “travelled way” is a way over 
which the public travels; who determines what constitutes 
“substantial” in the 3.a. alterations (the Planning Board 
would permit only repairs and maintenance); whether there 
was a size requirement on temporary signs (a permit could be 
acquired but a permit would be required for each piece of 
such signage); whether “stacking” of signs at residences 
would be required (the question was not addressed in the 
proceedings for this bylaw); and concerning possible 
amendments to the bylaw.

ARTICLE 5. The Town voted to delete Article XII, Dog 
Restraint, of the current bylaw and replace it with the 
following Article XII, Dog Restraint, bylaw, as amended 
(brackets indicate the wording that was deleted or replaced): 


Section |. Vaccination Requirements: 

All owners/keepers of dogs and cats are required to keep 
current the rabies vaccination of their dogs and cats. Those 
who fail to maintain a current rabies vaccination will be 
subject to a fine of $50. 
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There was no discussion of this section, since it simply adds 
a Town fine for noncompliance with Massachusetts law. 


Section 2. Licensing Requirements: 

All owners/keepers of dogs are required to license their dogs, 
presenting proof of valid vaccination against rabies to the 
Town Clerk. (License period shall be April 1 to March 31, 
both dates inclusive) Penalty for violation will be $25. 


There was no discussion of this section, since it adds a fine 
for noncompliance with Massachusetts law. 


Section 4. Nuisances: 


A request from the floor that the entirety of Section 4 be 
tabled was brought to a vote. The count was 19 in favor, 23 
opposed, and did not pass since that vote required 2/3 in 
favor to pass. 


An amendment concerning the substitution of the word 
"person" for "owner or keeper of a dog" was approved 
unanimously, as follows: 

Any [owner or keeper of a dog ] person who: 


An amendment was offered, in the interests of consistency, 
to substitute the word "dog" for the word "animal" in the 
remainder of this section, and was approved by a favorable 
voice vote: 


1. Is the owner/keeper of any [animal] dog who shall be 
found by an Animal Control Officer to have defecated 
on private property other than that of its owner/keeper or 
on a public way or on public lands; or 

2. Is the owner/keeper of any [animal] dog who 
intentionally allows such animal to cause a nuisance by 
barking, howling or otherwise disturb another person's 
right to peace shall be subject to the following penalties: 

A first-offense violation shall be subject to a penalty. of $25. 

A second-offense violation shall be subject to a penalty of 

$50. A third or subsequent violation shall be subject to a 
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penalty of $100. An amendment was offered to Section 4, 
seeking to add the words "who is notified by an Animal 
Control Officer" to the wording of 4.1. The amendment 
failed by ahand count of 17 yes, 24 no. 


Discussion of removal of this part of Section was voted 
upon, and the amendment to remove this section, since it 
seemed to imply merely a fine was sufficient, was: 
Unanimous. 


[Section Deleted: 3. Is the owner/keeper of an animal found 
to have bitten or injured any person, dog or other animal 
shall be subject to the following penalties: A first-offense 
violation shall be subject to a penalty of $50. A second- 
offense violation shall be subject to a penalty of $100. A 
third or subsequent violation shall be subject to a penalty of 
$300.] 


A motion to delete Section 4 in its entirety was voted upon, 
with 14 affirmative and 31 in the negative. 


A motion to change the wording of 4.1 to read "defecated on 
Town parks or Town beaches or in Town Center" with a 
second amendment (which passed on a count of 18 yes, 10 
no): and not removed" was seconded and voted. The change 
of wording was defeated by a count of 12 yes, 32 no. 


A point of order was then called concerning an earlier 
suggested amendment, previously seconded, and minuted in 
the minutes of the meeting, which asked that Section 4.1 be 
amended by adding "or on public lands without removal of 
fecal material". This proposed amendment was put to a vote 
and passed by a count of 20 yes, 18 no. 


Section 5. Non-Criminal Disposition/Disclaimer Clause: 


All penalties set forth hereinbefore shall be paid to the Town 
Clerk within twenty-one (21) days of notice of the offense. 
These bylaws shall be enforced by the Select Board through 
the Dog Officer or Police Officer of the Town of Monterey 
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and shall be administered by MGL Chapter 40, Section 21D, 
on a non-criminal disposition. 

Nothing contained within these bylaws shall limit or restrict 
any enforcement officer to seek criminal disposition of any 
violation of state or federal law. 


No further amendments being offered, the Article was put to 
a vote and was voted on favorably 
Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 6. The Town voted to replace Article XVII, Non- 


Criminal Disposition, and Article XII, Dog Restraint - 
Penalties, with the following: 


Section 1: $50 
Section 2: $25 
Section 3: 

First offense: $25 

Second offense: $50 

Third or subsequent offense: $300 
Section 4.1 - 4.2: 

First offense: $25 

Second offense: $50 

Third or subsequent offense: $300 
Section 5: 

First offense: $25 

Second offense: $100 

Third or subsequent offense: $300 
Enforcing agent: Dog Officer or Police Officer 


An amendment was offered, to strike out "Police Officer" 
from this article, but was defeated by a count of 9 yes and 31 
no. The article was put to a vote and was voted favorably: 
Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 7. The Town voted to amend the zoning bylaw 


by deleting the existing Section VII.A, Signs, and adopting 
the following bylaw: 
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Section VII.A, Sign Bylaw 

1, Introduction 

Any structure or device used for visual communication 
that may comprise any letter, word, symbol, drawing, 
picture, design or article that calls attention to or 
indicates any premises, person, or activity, whatever the 
nature of material and manner of composition or 
construction, shall be considered a sign and is to be 
regulated by this section. A sign may have two faces in 
opposite directions and constitute one sign; the area 
requirement shall be determined from the measurements 
of one side only. No sign shall have illumination by neon 
or blinking type of light, be of noisemaking variety, nor 
have moving parts. No part of a sign shall be closer than 
ten (10) feet from the traveled way, or the pre-existing 
building set-back distance, whichever is less. 

2. Administration 

Permits for signs shall be issued by the Planning Board, 
which will also establish appropriate fees.

Two or more such signs at one intersection are to be stacked 
and placed at a location to be determined by the Highway 
Superintendent. 


1. Primary Directional: One sign allowed at intersecting 
way nearest business site. Sign shall not exceed eight by 
thirty-six (8" x 36") inches. 

2. Secondary Directional: Signs shall not exceed six by 
thirty (6" x 30") inches. Up to one sign allowed at each 
of two secondary intersection locations. 


4. Signs Not Requiring Permits 

a. Temporary Signs: No temporary sign shall exceed four (4) 
square feet in total area ["or industry standard"] 

1. A Contractor's sign on project premises only during 
construction process. 

2. Real Estate for Sale or Lease on premises; to be removed 
within fourteen (14) days after closing date. 

3. Signs announcing public events sponsored by civic or 
social organizations to be displayed for not more than 
fourteen (14) days prior to event. The Select Board may 
grant size waivers for these temporary signs. 

4, Seasonal Agricultural signs at premises and/or directional 
locations. 


b. Other Signs Not Requiring A Permit: 

1. Residential identification signs 

2. Number signs required for 91 1 

3. Municipal informational signs 

4. Property posting signs (no trespassing, etc) 


An oral report from the Planning Board focused on the fact 
this Bylaw is almost identical to last year's effort to pass a 
sign bylaw, but that in Section 4.a.3. the words "political" 
and "religious" were removed, leaving only "civic or social" 
sign standards. 


An amendment was offered because of the fact that the 
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industry standard for real estate signs is greater than four 

square feet. The amendment, adding "or industry standard" 

to 4.a. "Temporary Signs” was added by a voice vote: 
Unanimously. 

The Sign Bylaw, as amended was approved by voice vote of 

the Town Meeting: Unanimously. 


There being no other business brought before the Special 
Town Meeting, the meeting was adjourned at 9:03 P.M.

As part of our regular weekly business, the Board meets with the 
Highway Superintendent/Director of Operations, the Police Chief, 
the Town Administrative Assistant, and other officers of the town. 
We also welcome citizen concerns and appropriate comments dur- 
ing the general order of business. 


We have been involved in discussions of how to rebuild the play 
area behind the Town Hall, as well as the resurfacing of the bas- 
ketball court. After much discussion and an appropriation to pro- 
vide for a new location for the play area, it was determined to re- 
surface the play area at its existing location. 


We conducted the initial meeting of the Highway Superintendent 
Search Committee, which was charged with drawing up a new job 
description for the Highway Superintendent and conducting the 
search to fill the position by July 1, 2001. The board continued to 
hear updates on the committee’s progress over the next several 
months. On April 30, 2001, at the recommendation of the search 
committee, the newly created position of Director of Operations 
for Highways, Buildings and Town Property was offered to May- 
nard Forbes of Monterey, effective June 18, 2001. The new title 
reflects the expanded role both of the Highway Dept. and the re- 
sponsibilities of its new head under the job description developed 
by the Search Committee. 


The Board decided not to sell the old police cruiser, utilizing it 
instead as a second Police Dept. vehicle to aid in the effort to con- 


We met with Shep Evans, a member of the Stockbridge 
Conservation Commission, regarding adoption of the Scenic 
Mountains Act. The original Scenic Mountains Act was accepted 
by the Town in the 1970’s but since the Act has been amended, 
the Town will have to accept its provisions again at a Town 
Meeting. 


We met with representatives of the Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs with regard to community preservation and 
town build outs. In January 2001, the Board signed an Initial 
Agreement for Community Development with Berkshire Regional 
Planning Commission, authorizing the preparation of an open- 
space plan, or its equivalent, under a $30,000 state grant., The 
Town’s Community Development Plan will include the areas of 
open space, housing, economic development and transportation. 


The Board met with Charles MacNeil, head of the Berkshire 
Regional Transportation Authority, to discuss the elder 
transportation program offered by BRTA, which is a public 
agency that can access state funding and assistance for elder 
transportation. The Board agreed to place an article on the Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant authorizing the Town’s membership in 
BRTA. 


The Board rejected all bids received for the purchase of winter 
rock salt and instead accepted the group-purchasing bid 
administered by the Berkshire County Insurance Group, which 
was awarded to International Salt Co. at a cost of $33.62 per ton. 


The Board met with School Superintendent William Cooper and 
School District Business Manager Maryellen Brown, plus School 
Committee member Rick Mielke and the Finance Committee to 
discuss the Monterey School, its present condition, and 
maintenance and options for the building’s future, including the 
feasibility of constructing a new building with the help of state 
funding. 


The Board declared a winter snow emergency during a record 
snowfall from the late-winter storm that occurred March 5-7. 
Subsequently, the Town received a 75% reimbursement in federal 
disaster funds for the expenses incurred during the emergency. 


The Board voted to change the title held by Bonnie Jurgenson 
from town Secretary to Town Administrative Assistant. The 
change reflects the Board’s confidence in Ms. Jurgenson’s capable 
handling of day-to-day Town Office affairs and the expanded 
responsibilities with which she has been entrusted.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Monterey Library had a productive year in 2000- 
2001, continuing to provide standard library services and 
sponsoring special programs for the Monterey community. The 
total circulation for the year, including books, audio books, and 
videos, was 8,642, down very slightly from 8,842 the year before. 
Videos were once again the most popular item, accounting for 
about 25 percent of the circulation; audio books accounted for 10 
percent. Popular books continued to be adult fiction and books for 
children. 


The Library once again sponsored several programs and 
special services for the community, including performances by 
local storytellers Vicky Cooper, Anson Olds, and Kathy Bracken, 
and a summer reading program for children. The annual book sale 
in July was once again very popular, as were the circulating 
museum passes to the Rockwell Museum and the Berkshire 
Museum. And the Library continued to provide a computer 
dedicated to Internet access for patrons, intended primarily to 
provide information about availability of books through 
interlibrary loan; the Internet access is paid for by a grant from the 
Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners. Librarian Anne 
Marie Makuc continued the Library program of sending a 
children’s picture book to the families of the Monterey babies 
born during the year; fourteen copies were given out this year. 


The Western Massachusetts Regional Library System has 
scaled back the bookmobile service from a visit every six-weeks 
to one visit every eleven weeks; the number of adult nonfiction 
titles available has also been cut back. This has impacted 
Monterey because we depend on the regional bookmobile 
especially for videos and audio books, which make up more than a 
third of our circulation. Library Director Anne Makuc is working 
with the region to try to find out ways to address this issue. 


The evergreen tree on the front lawn that had been 
planted to replace another one that had died also died. Ward’s 
Nursery, which had planted it, could not determine the cause, but 
planted a replacement tree free of charge. The Library driveway 
was given a new blacktop; the Monterey Highway Department 
provided the labor and the Library paid for the materials. The 
repairs on the General Knox Wing should get under way in the fall 


of 2001. 


The donations that were received by the Library in 


memory of William Mielke are being used to purchase a 


bench for the front lawn, which will bear a memorial plaque. 
The bench will be installed by spring of 2002. 


Donna Trumbull, a Trustee for several years, resigned 
in October 2000 when she moved to Vermont. The other 
Trustees are very grateful to Donna for her years of service, and 
especially for her work on the book sales and the winter film 
series. Carol Edelman was appointed by the Select Board and 
the Library Trustees to take her place and was elected to fill out 
the two-year term in the May 2001 Town election. Will Marsh 
and Anne Marie Makuc were reelected to three-year terms. Will 
Marsh was reelected by the Trustees as chairperson and Laurie 
Shaw was reelected as secretary. 


The Trustees thank the many people who supported 
and made donations to the Library during the year.

DDVS DIRECTOR’S UPDATE 


During FY 2001, DDVS activities totaled 7,432 for the clients of the district; 
this is an increase of some 20% over FY 2K’s 6,195. This number included 
some 240 office visits and 1,559 field functions involving 4,908 miles of 
travel. These figures represent growth of 20.6%, 26.4%, and 5.8% respec- 
tively. Significantly impacting these data are the extended hours of opera- 
tion put in place this past January coupled with the ever increasing provision 
of house calls and transportation afforded clients. 


Currently, there are two Chapter 115 benefits claims district-wide, and these 
in combination with burial benefits and grave marker flag provision were 
responsible for the district expenditure of $9,895.37. This amount is, for the 
district, a 40.2% saving over FY2K’s $16,557.50. Once again, I wish to 
stress the Marker Flag Reimbursement Program funded by DVS. Despite 
annual advisories, minimal response is unfortunately the rule, with available 
funds not sought. 


Continuing to aggressively access alternative funding and service sources in 
providing an increasingly broad based program, the current level of Ch. 115 
benefits represents at this point a 69% reduction from CY 95’s $31,916.32 
with an increase of 82% in related functions since CY96, the first full-year 
tally by this Director. 


Examples of programs and full service intervention routinely dealt with by 
DDVS would include Medicare, Medigap Insurers, Mass Health, profes- 
sional providers of all types, CORI background checks (these will be univer- 
sally applied, thus avoiding discriminatory implementation in an arbitrary 
and capricious manner), TRICARE/CHAMPVA for Life, Prescription Ad- 
vantage, Executive Office of Elder Affairs, Social Security, VA: Health 
Care/Benefits, American Red Cross, Construct, Subsidizing Housing Au- 
thorities, VNA’s BRTA, UCP, BCAC, Public Utilities providers, etc. As an 
aside, the Director has recently completed training as an appointee to the 
local Selective Service Board which we hope will remain inactive. 


Little notes of miscellaneous involvement this year include reconciling a VA 
grave marker found in Otis Reservoir belonging to a Stamford, CT WWI 
Veteran...supporting research activities by others regarding MA Veteran 
Memorials and another of Civil War Veterans in particular...telephone di- 
rectory listing for all district towns after 70 plus years. ..etc. 


The Director wishes to note the unstinting and timely, effective support put 
forth in a daily, non-sensational manner by Rep. John Olver and his staff. 
Virtually all requests for awards and documents processed by DDVS are 
submitted with an authorization statement seeking the Representative’s as- 
sistance. Unfailingly, these are expedited courteously with results delivered 
far and away in advance of usual time frames. 


The Director did attend the DVS Fall Training: 2000 (anticipates re- 
certification this year at next month’s session); DVS/VA Claims Training; 
WMVSOA Spring Meeting and the dedication of the State Veterans’ Ceme- 
tery in Agawam. The latter was a dignified and moving culmination of the 
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efforts of many individuals and organizations to provide Western MA Veterans a 
suitable final resting place with reasonable access for survivors.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Monterey Conservation Commission reviewed 32 filings this year. 
We had 21 Requests for Determinations of Applicability (RDA), 10 No- 
tices of Intent (NOI), and 1 civil administrative permit. The period cov- 
ered was July 1, 2000 through June 30, 2001. 


The annual Lake Garfield drawdown plan was approved as requested by 
the Select Board. The state has however, formally requested the submis- 
sion of a NOI from the town to specify the process and ensure the draw- 
down complies with the WPA. 


We pursued an enforcement action against Dolber for cutting trees on 
their Stevens Lake building lot in excess of the RDA filed for removal of 
some fire-damaged trees: a replanting plan was approved and installed. 
We began enforcement action of a dispute between Chait and Regan on 
Lake Garfield. 


The Conservation Commission received new regulations that involve 
work with the Board of Health to offer property owners relief from bea- 
ver and muskrat nuisance problems, thereby allowing protection their 
individual water and health issues. 


The Conservation Commission applies the Massachusetts Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act (WPA), including the Regulations for the Rivers Protection 
Act, to projects conducted in Monterey. Many applications and the con- 
sideration of those applicants encourage us. Our responsibility is for the 
review of project plans, including construction, pruning, tree cutting, 
land clearing, river clean-up, any of which include activity in or within 
100 feet of a Resource (any lake, pond, stream, swamp, or vegetated 
wetland) and within 200 feet of any River. 


We anticipate providing the voters with information on the Scenic 
Mountains Act for discussion and consideration. 


As always, if you wish to discuss your project informally, before filing 
with the Conservation Commission, we are happy to answer your ques- 
tions. We meet regularly on the 2nd Monday of each month at 7:00 PM.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Monterey Town Finance Committee achieved their primary annual objectives, 
two basic functions as outlined and published by guidelines of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association, as follows: 1) to take an active and positive role in prepar- 
ing the annual town budget, and 2) to review and authorize requests for transferring 
funds from the Town Reserve Fund for emergency or other unforeseen reasons. 


Budget Request Forms were expeditiously prepared and sent to each Town Depart- 
ment, as soon as calendar year end figures of respective Department expenditures 
for the previous six months become available to be provided on each form for use 
in projecting for the fiscal year ahead. The Finance Committee continues to facili- 
tate this process, and in a subsequent series of weekly meetings with the Select 
Board, arrived at a subsequent satisfactory assembly of final line items to appear 
on the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting. 


Transfers from the Reserve Fund again proved to be minimal, with a major portion 
of the $20,000 amount winding up in free cash. The winter of 2000-01 increased 
expenditures in the Highway Department, particularly in an extraordinary overage 
of 50% in salt and sand required, which was addressed by Special Town Meeting. 
The costs of insurance and health care are escalating as well, and will in the future 
be high profile increased budget items, but will continue to be vitally important to 
Town Employees, our most valuable assets. 


Members of the Finance Committee have also been very instrumental in increasing 
the responsible scope of Finance Committee involvement in Town Government. 
Dan Moriarty has brought Power Point expertise, volunteering expenses and use of 
personal equipment, to perform a valuable public presentation of the annual budget 
at a Special Town Informational Meeting just prior to the regular meeting to inform 
and clarify budget recommendations, in depth and detail, so citizens have all the 
facts, background, and fiscal implications for an enlightened and intelligent vote, 
up or down, at the Town Meeting. 


Stanley Ross has brought valuable accounting experience to the committee, pro- 
jecting his professionalism to almost every aspect of Town government in planning 
a five year expenditure projection, but notably by his interest and involvement in 
the school expenditures, school board meetings, and student educational welfare. 
Considering that the school budget is about 75% of the Town Budget, this involve- 
ment and contribution is invaluable and commendable. The Committee will strive 
to find ways to serve the Town of Monterey, and asks for your input and interest 
as well. We state, as a matter of policy, our thanks and appreciation for involve- 
ment by the people of Monterey in Town Government.

REPORT OF THE BERKSHIRE VISITING NURSE ASSN. 


OVERVIEW: As we at the Berkshire visiting Nurse Association celebrate of 
100th year of service to the residents of Berkshire county, we also celebrate our 
ongoing relationships with the boards of Health in Berkshire County. Berkshire 
Visiting Nurses Association, through the Monterey Board of Health, provides dis- 
ease prevention and health promotion services throughout the year to the resident 
oi Monterey. These services include regularly scheduled prevention clinics where 
residents receive personal attention in: 


Monitoring blood pressure 

Testing blood sugar 

Counseling on health related issues, and 

Referral as necessary to other medical care providers and wellness programs. 


Immunization clinics are held on a regular basis to provide routine immunization to 
children and adults. These clinics include the annual flu and pneumonia clinics in 
the fall, and other adult immunizations such as tetanus throughout the year. Rou- 
tine childhood immunizations and lead testing are made available and an annual 
Hepatitis B program is provided to 6th graders in the school setting. Communica- 
ble disease reporting and tracking is an ongoing part of the Board of Health Pro- 
gram.

@ 63 individuals were served at health promotion clinics in the year 2001.

COLLABORATION: 

Susan Kaufman, RNC, our public health coordinator, works with the Monterey 
Council on Aging and Fairview Hospital to provide coordination of services for 
residents. Primary providers, skilled Nursing and assisted living facilities receive 
State Department of Public Health vaccines and immunization information. As a 
member of the community health care continuum of Berkshire Health Systems, 
collaboration with and referrals to the other health care professionals are readily 
made. Fairview Hospital’s Health Information Center, located at BCC’s South 
County campus, provides access to the latest online health information and regu- 
larly scheduled cholesterol screening and nutrition education.

Discussion: There was discussion of only two of the line items on the operating budget 
for the Town. The first, #162, was for Election expenses. The Town Clerk requested 
an increase in this item to 1,800, explaining that this year there were two elections (the 
Presidential Primary and the Town Election) and that next year there will be three (a 
State Primary, the Presidential Election, and the Town Election). Nancy Kalodner 
asked whether the Clerk had requested this amount of the Finance Committee. They 
replied in the affirmative, and the Select Board noted that the higher amount was not 
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included on the warrant because of a miscommunication. An amendment to the higher 
amount was offered, seconded and voted in the affirmative. 

The second item, #301 School Committee, was addressed by Rick Mielke, Monterey's 
appointed School Committee member. He noted that the Town approves a very large 
school budget but they do not compensate their Committee member except for ex- 
penses. He asked that the expense account be raised from 600 to 1,800 because there 
are expenses involving phone bills, computer expenses and many visits to the school 
buildings for meetings. Jed Lipsky, former School Committee member from Monterey, 
voiced his support, noting that the School Committee expense budget has been level 
funded for ten years whereas other budgets have been increased. The amendment was 
voiced, seconded and voted in the affirmative by voice vote. 

A motion to pass Article 4, as amended, was made and seconded. A voice vote was as 
follows: 

Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 5. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 13,185 for un- 
reimbursed expenses incurred with regard to the July 1997 tornado. The question of 
where it would be going, and what was it paying was answered as follows: This sum 
was still remaining after the Accountant had paid the bills for the Tornado expenses and 
the General Court had appropriated a share of funds to reimburse Monterey for ex- 
penses incurred after the tornado. As further funds are not forthcoming from the Legis- 
lature and the bills have already been paid, this money must be appropriated. A motion 
to pass this article was made and seconded, and a voice vote was in the affirmative: 
Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 6. The Town voted to transfer from the Stabilization Fund the sum of 50.000 
for the purchase of a medical/rescue vehicle and related equipment for the Monterey 
Fire Department. Discussion centered on a call for a description of the vehicle re- 
quested. Raymond Tryon replied that this vehicle would replace a full-size firetruck 
that is 25 years old. It will be a "Suburban" and will be outfitted as a medical rescue 
vehicle so that the Fire Company will not have to take a full size firetruck to medical 
calls. Currently, the Fire Company responds to about 65 medical calls per year, and 
this is why they need a smaller vehicle. A motion to pass this article was made and 
seconded. A voice vote was in the affirmative: 

Unanimously. 


ARTICLE 7. The Town voted to transfer from free cash the sum of 13,475 for the pur- 
chase of self-contained Breathing Apparatus and tanks for the Monterey Fire Depart- 
ment. A motion to amend the original amount called for, 12,000, was made and sec- 
onded and approved by voice vote. A further motion, that the funds not be raised and 
appropriated but transferred from free cash was made, seconded and approved by voice 
vote. A motion to pass this article was made, seconded and a voice vote was in the 
affirmative: 

Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 8. The Town voted to authorize the Select Board to sell the 1976 Farrar 
pumper (Engine 2). A motion was made to pass this article, seconded, and a voice vote 
was in the affirmative: 

Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 9. The Town voted to transfer from free cash the sum of 24,000 for the pur- 
chase of a police cruiser for the Police Department. A motion was made to amend the 
original article from "raise and appropriate" to "transfer from free cash", seconded and 
voted in the affirmative by voice vote. A motion to pass this article was made, sec- 
onded, and voted in the affirmative: 

Ayes have it. 
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ARTICLE 10, The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 1,000 for the 
repair and maintenance of the rental house ("Bally Gally") on the Edith Wilson 
property. In answer to the question of why this property could not support itself 
from revenues, Fred Chapman noted that this warrant article is needed because 
there is no revolving fund established for the revenue received from rental of this 
property, that all such revenues go directly to free cash, and that some repairs or 
painting might need to be done if the Town continues to rent the property for in- 
come. A motion to pass this article was made, seconded, and approved by voice 
vote: 

Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 11. The Town voted to transfer from free cash the sum of 8,000 for the 
repair of the General Knox Wing of the Monterey Library. A motion was made to 
transfer this sum, rather than raise and appropriate it, seconded, and passed by 
voice vote. Discussion centered around the report from the Librarian, Anne Marie 
Makuc, that the Library Trustees are responsible, through an agreement with the 
Monterey Historical Society, for the maintenance of the wing, constructed with 
funds from the State and Federal Government, under the care of a private organiza- 
tion, the Monterey Historical Society. Cynthia Weber of the Historical Society 
noted that the original matching funds for construction were provided by the Mon- 
terey Historical Society, and that the Historical Society subsequently has housed its 
collections and sponsored activities in this wing. A motion to pass this article, 
seconded, was approved by voice vote: 

Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 12. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 750 as equal 
matching funds with the Lake Garfield Association for an Aquatic Growth Survey 
of Lake Garfield the purpose of which is to provide a scientific basis for future 
actions with regard to lake management. A motion to pass this article was made, 
seconded and approved by voice vote: 

Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 13. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 20,747 for the 
principal and interest on the loan for the new fire truck. A motion to pass this arti- 
cle was made, seconded, and approved by voice vote: 

Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 14. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 8,799 for the 
principal and interest on the loan for the cemetery land purchase. A motion to pass 
this article was made, seconded, and approved by voice vote: 

Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 15. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 100,000 for the 
Stabilization Fund. 

Barbara Gauthier noted that the Stabilization Fund currently stands at 234.000. A 
motion to pass this article was made and seconded. The article was approved by 
voice vote: 

Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 16. The Town voted to establish an "I Love Monterey Day" Revolving 
Fund, whose expenditures are controlled by the "I Love Monterey Day Commit- 
tee," for the annual celebration, not to exceed 5,000, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of M.G.L. Chapter 44, §53E 1/2. The article was moved, seconded and 
passed: 

Ayes have it. 
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ARTICLE 17. The Town voted to transfer from free cash the sum of 3,000 for Berk- 
shire County Government (C.O.G.). An amendment to transfer from free cash rather 
than raise and appropriate this money was made. In answer to a question regarding the 
large number of articles which needed to be amended to transfer from free cash, Muriel 
Lazzarini replied that there had been a computer "glitch" which caused this confusion. 
Robert Hoogs asked what this money would be used for. Peter Brown replied that he 
had been appointed by the County Selectmen's Association to represent Monterey, by 
request of the Legislature, and that a November ballot vote would provide voters the 
choice of realizing the Council of Governments as of next January, and that this money 
would probably be larger than the assessment that would be needed at that time, but that 
some funds need to be set aside for this purpose. The Town approved this article, as 
amended, after moving and seconding it: 

Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 18. The Town voted to amend the Town Bylaws Article 11, Section 5. con- 
cerning the Conservation Commission, by deleting the phrase "and the Select Board are 
authorized to appoint a Conservation Commission of five members" and replacing it 
with the phrase "and the Select Board are authorized to appoint a Conservation Com- 
mission of seven members,". After discussion concerning the ease of reaching a quo- 
rum with five members versus the ease of reaching one with seven, the question was 
moved and seconded. The Town voted in favor of increasing the number of Conserva- 
tion Commission members to seven by a voice vote. 

Ayes have it 


ARTICLE 19. The Town voted to grant to Gould Farm an easement over the northeast 
comer of the Monterey Transfer Station property in exchange for approximately 1.1 
acres of land to be conveyed to the Town of Monterey by Gould Farm [copies of the 
property description on file with the Monterey Town Clerk as approved by the Planning 
Board]. The question was moved and seconded and approved by a voice vote. 
Unanimously. 


ARTICLE 20. The Town voted to authorize the Select Board, acting on behalf of the 
Town, to enter into an intermunicipal agreement with other towns in South County that 
vote affirmatively on a similar article, including but not limited to any of the following: 
Egremont, Sheffield, Lenox, Lee, Monterey, Alford, Becket. Washington, Mt. Wash- 
ington, Great Barrington and/or Otis for the purpose of increasing diversion of hazard- 
ous products from the waste stream whereby the Towns will cooperate in collecting and 
properly disposing of hazardous waste. During discussion of this article, Muriel Lazza- 
rini of the Select Board noted that we get less compliance regarding hazardous waste 
without regular pickups. With this vote in hand, we can later decide whether or not to 
join in the intermunicipal agreement. The major remaining question seems to be 
whether or not insurance coverage would have to be carried by the Town. Once the 
Select Board has proof that the carrier, at this point likely to be Maxymillian, has a 
policy in force to cover our Town's hazardous waste pickup, we can make the decision. 
Peter Vallianos of the Solid Waste Committee noted that there would be perhaps a 
dozen pickups per year, and educational programs in place helping people understand 
what waste is hazardous. He noted that the cost of a dozen pickups per year would be 
far cheaper in this type of agreement than for the Town to do this alone even with vol- 
unteer labor or a pay-per arrangement. He noted that the facility for pickup would 
probably be built in Lee. The Town approved this article by a voice vote. 

Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 21. The Town voted to authorize its Treasurer and/or Tax Collector to enter 
into a compensating balance agreement or agreements for Fiscal Year 2001, pursuant to 
Massachusetts General Laws Chapter. 44, §53F. Discussion of this article pointed out 
that basically this article covers our lockbox agreement for tax collection through the 
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banks. The Town approved the article through a voice vote. 
Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 22. The Town voted to allow the Treasurer to use available funds in the 
Treasury or, with the approval of the Select Board, to borrow money in anticipation 
of reimbursement by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on account of Highway 
Capital Funds, in accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, §6A, 
and to issue notes therefore for a period not to exceed two years from this date. and 
the proceeds from such reimbursement shall be applied to discharge the loan. Dis- 
cussion noted that this article refers to revenue sharing from the State. The funds 
are guaranteed through the State agreements just as the funds in Article 23 below 
are guaranteed through assessed taxes due. The Town approved the article through 
a voice vote. 

Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 23. The Town voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Select Board, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the f financial year beginning July 1, 2000, in accordance with the provisions of 
Massachusetts General Laws Chapter. 44, §4, and to issue a note or notes therefor, 
payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a pe- 
riod of less than one year, in accordance with General Laws Chapter 44, §17. This 
article was moved, seconded, and approved without discussion by a voice vote. 
Ayes have it. 


ARTICLE 24. The Town voted to authorize the Registrars and the Library Trustees 
to appoint any member thereof to another office or position for the term provided 
by law (if any), otherwise for the term not to exceed one year, and to fix the salary 
and compensation in accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 41 
§4A. Each position was moved, seconded and approved separately. The article 
was then moved for passage, seconded, and approved by a voice vote. 

Ayes have it. 


After the Town Meeting returned to Article 2 to hear a report from the Chair of the 
Wilson House Committee, adjournment of the Town Meeting was moved and sec- 
onded. The Town voted to adjourn the Annual Town Meeting by a voice vote at 
10:45AM. 

Ayes have it.

Summary: This proposed constitutional amendment would require that 
new district boundaries for state representatives, state senators, and governor's council- 
ors, which are redrawn every ten years based on the most recent federal census, take 
effect for the state election held every two years after the federal census, rather than the 
election four years after the census as under the current system.

Question 2. Summary: This proposed constitutional amendment would prohibit per- 
sons who are incarcerated in a correctional facility due to a felony conviction from 
voting in elections for governor, lieutenant governor, state senator, or state representa- 
tive. The amendment would also result in such persons being ineligible to vote for 
governor's councilor, secretary of state, state treasurer, state auditor, state attorney gen- 
eral, or United States senator or representative in Congress.

Question 3. Summary: This proposed law would prohibit in Massachusetts any dog 
racing or racing meeting where any form of betting or wagering on the speed or ability 
of dogs occurs. The State Racing Commission would be prohibited from accepting or 
approving any application or request for racing dates for dog racing. Any person vio- 
lating the proposed law could be required to pay a civil penalty of not less than 20,000 
to the State Racing Commission. The penalty would be used for the Commission's 
administrative purposes, subject to appropriation by the state Legislature. All existing 
provisions of the part of the state's General Laws concerning dog and horse racing 
meetings would be interpreted as not applying to anything dog-related. The proposed 
law would take effect on June 1, 2001. The proposed law states that if any of its parts 
were declared invalid, the rest of the law would stay in effect.

Question 4. Summary: This proposed law would repeal the law setting the state per- 
sonal income tax rate on Part B taxable income (such as wages and salaries) which was 
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5.95% as of September 1, 1999, and would set the rate at 5.6% for tax year 2001, 
5.3% for tax year 2002, and 5% for tax year 2003 and after. If the Legislature set a 
lower rate for any of those years, that lower rate would apply. The proposed law 
states that if any of its parts were declared invalid, the other parts would remain in 
effect.

Question 5. The proposed law would set up a state Health Care Council to review 
and recommend legislation for a health care system that ensures comprehensive, high 
quality health care coverage for all Massachusetts residents. Until the Council de- 
cided that such a system had been set up, the proposed law would prohibit the con- 
version of non-profit hospitals, health maintenance organizations (HMOs), and health 
insurance firms to for-profit status. The proposed law would also require health in- 
surance carriers to provide certain rights to patients and health care professionals, 
starting January 1, 2001. The Council would recommend laws to set up, and would 
decide whether laws had been passed to ensure a health care system that provides - 
barrier free access to health care services;-patients' freedom to choose their health 
care providers, get second opinions, and appeal denials of care;-health care profes- 
sionals' freedom to act solely in the best interest of their patients; -affordable cover- 
age with cost increases no greater than national average;-preservicing and increasing 
the quality of care and encouraging research; -at least 90% of all premiums to be used 
for patient care, public health and training/research, and no more than 10% for ad- 
ministrative costs, with simpler paperwork and administration; -a prohibition of fi- 
nancial incentives that limit patient access to health care, and limits on incentives for 
inappropriate care. 


The Council would include 17 members representing health care and other organiza- 
tions. It would hold public hearings, study proposals, and make recommendations to 
the state Commissioner of Public Health and the Legislature on laws and other steps 
needed to set up a system meeting the above requirements. The proposed law would 
also create a special legislative committee including legislators and members of the 
Council, to make recommendations by September 30, 2001, for laws to set up a sys- 
tem meeting the above requirements by July 1, 2002. Starting January 1, 2001 the 
proposed law would require health insurance carriers to guarantee certain rights to 
their insured patients and to health care professionals. These rights would include: 
patients' right to choose all of their health care providers, subject to the approval of a 
freely chosen primary care provider who has no financial incentive to deny care, and 
subject to payment of a reasonable extra fee to see a provider outside the carrier's 
network; health care professionals’ right to make medical decisions in consultation 
with their patients; patients’ right to transitional insurance coverage when they are 
undergoing a course of treatment from a health care provider whose contract with a 
carrier is being terminated; patients' right to medically necessary referrals to special- 
ists; limits on and disclosure of contracts between carriers and health care providers 
that create financial incentives to delay or limit care or provide inappropriate care; 
health care professionals' right to discuss health benefit plans with insured patients 
and to advocate on behalf of their patients; carriers could not terminate health care 
providers’ contracts without cause; patients’ right to receive emergency services sub- 
ject to authorization procedures, and to be reimbursed when they pay cash for emer- 
gency services from providers not affiliated with their carrier; utilization review 
procedures that meet specific standards , including patients’ right to appeal to the 
Commissioner of Public Health; in any year at least 90% of a carrier's Massachusetts 
revenue must be spent on Massachusetts health care, and a carrier that spent more 
than 10% for non-health care purposes would have to refund the excess to its insured 
patients. Each carrier would have to report its revenues, premiums, and expenditures 
to the state Commissioner of Insurance every year. The proposed law states that it 
would not interfere with any existing contract, including contract terms (such as auto- 
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In accordance with the Warrant for a Special Town Meeting, and with a quorum of 
44 of 595 voters present, the Moderator convened this meeting at 7:00p.m.on 
March 2, 2001 at the Monterey Firehouse. 


The reading of the warrant was waived at 7:03p.m. and the Moderator read the 
article and called for recognition of the matter, which was moved and seconded. 
The floor being open for discussion, Muriel Lazzarini of the Monterey Select 
Board offered the following considerations. She noted that the present Board of 
Health has been committed, attending numerous seminars and workshops. Be- 
cause of their dual role, they brought more authority and more clout to situations, 
successfully intervening with the State on the occasion of outrageous demands of 
the regulations. The question would be whether separation of the boards would be 
of benefit to the Town of Monterey. She noted that she supports this article, be- 
cause the Select Board does not have the time to do what needs to be done for both 
boards. There is only a short-term invulnerability, however, and by separating the 
boards, there will be the possibility of more inclusive Town Government. The 
success of the new board will be dependent, however, on their willingness to serve, 
to learn from the members who have been on the board, which help is freely of- 
fered, and to take on the focused responsibility of the new board. 


There being no further discussion, the Moderator called for a vote on the article 
under consideration. The voice vote was unanimous in favor of approving this 
article. 

There being no further business, the meeting was called for adjournment by the 
Moderator, moved and seconded, and was declared adjourned by voice vote at 7:06 
p.m.

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REPORT OF THE SELECT BOARD 


During the fiscal year starting July 1, 2001 and ending June 30, 2002 
the Select Board issued three tag sale permits, three driveway permits, 
one guest house permit and one earth removal permit. 


Two paving bids were opened as well as bids for heavy equipment, a 
pick-up truck and a fire truck. 


A simple ribbon cutting ceremony at the Town Offices was held for 
the completion of the federally-mandated and, for the most part, 
federally-funded barrier removal project, more commonly known as 
“the elevator.” The Board worked diligently with the architect, the 
contractor and the Town’s Highway Department to rectify a difficult 
drainage problem which later plagued the basement level from a 
variety of sources. 


The process was begun by which a periodic Town audit would be 
completed by an independent, outside firm. 


The cost of a building permit was increased according to a tiered scale. 


Bally Gally, the rental house owned by the Town, was vacated by the 
original tenant, cleaned, painted, repaired and rented out again to a 
lovely couple with twins. 


Our participation as members of the Berkshire Regional Transit 
Authority, although costing the Town nothing, still did not reap the 
promised rewards. 


The Board, in conjunction with the Town’s new Assistant Assessor, set 
the tax rate, which remained the same as the prior year. 


The traditional mid-summer weekend meeting with second 
homeowners was held and questions, old and new, were answered 
satisfactorily and with good humor. 


In addition to regular weekly meetings with the Chief of Police, the 
Board invited the new Director of Operations for Highways, Buildings 
and Town Property to also meet with them on a weekly basis. This 
suggestion resulted in a thorough weekly report of the Department’s 
previous week’s accomplishments as well as a proposed outline of 
work for the forthcoming week. 


Burning the candle at both ends the Board worked intensely along with 
the Finance Committee to create a budget and the warrant for Town 
Meeting. 


Because the Select Board members were no longer automatically members of the 
Board of Health and because fewer and fewer Townspeople came to see the 
Board at the evening session, the Select Board changed its regular meeting hours 
to Monday mornings with evenings by appointment only. 


As has always been the case, the Board continued in its capacity of fielding 
complaints and resolving problems. Some of the more elusive complaints involve 
the persistent problem of too much traffic in the center of Town on the weekend; 
too much or too little salt on the road; repeated false burglar alarm calls; too 
many un-registered cars parked (or abandoned) on one property or another. 


Four major projects that have been developing and will likely continue for at least 
some time are 1) the completion of the renovation and expansion of the Town 
Offices, 2) the improvement or replacement of the Monterey School and 3) the re- 
location of a boat ramp for Lake Garfield and 4) Utilization of a Grant of $30,000 
for services to the Town for a Community Development Plan. 


The Town voted the additional money needed for an addition to the Grange so 
that appropriate office and meeting space will be available for Town employees 
and the many volunteer members of the Town’s various boards. The Board and 
the architect have their work cut out for them in order to shepherd the project 
through the bidding and constructions phases. 


Meeting with the Superintendent of Schools along with the Business Manager of 
the Southern Berkshire Regional School District, the Select Board expressed their 
fervent support for the Monterey School and made inquiries as to the condition of 
the current building. It was suggested that perhaps it was time to begin thinking 
about a new building for the Monterey School. Although the present structure is 
reasonably sound it is in need of some significant improvements. 


The Board also met with representatives of the Commonwealth’s Public Access 
Board, whose mandate includes ensuring that all “great ponds” have adequate 
small boat launching facilities. The current boat ramp on Lake Garfield is 
adjacent to the Town’s beach and is therefore not used from June 15 to Labor 
Day. The State would like to change that situation or else find another more 
suitable location. Although there is only miniscule support in Town for 
maintaining the location and increasing the scope of operation, the State is 
pushing for that outcome because it would cost the State less money than would 
funding a new site, This issue has been evolving for almost 30 years and is not 
over yet. 


The Board plans to work in conjunction with Berkshire Regional Planning to 
focus the State’s grant of services to the Town on appropriate aspects of the four 
required areas of inquiry. Transportation: bike trails and highway safety; 
Economic Development: encouraging agriculture and home business; Housing: 
survey the housing situation in Town and improve sub-standard housing; Open 
Space: creating an updated open space plan for the Town. 


And finally, the Select Board sought advice on how to begin the very long and 
important process of taking inventory, organizing and safekeeping of Town 
documents, both routine and historical.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


In addition to the two primary functions of a Town Finance Committee as directed 
by the guidelines of the MA Municipal Association, to assist in the preparation of 
the annual town budget, as well as oversee and authorize any transfers from the 
Town Reserve Fund, members of the Finance Committee also made additional and 
valuable personal contribution s to Governmental effectiveness, as outlined below. 


Stanley Ross, Secretary of the Finance Committee, broadened the scope of 
voluntary responsibility by becoming a member of the Highway Superintendent 
Search Committee to replace Donald Amstead, who had decided to take retirement 
after many years of service to the Town. The Search Committee was successful in 
replacing a seasoned veteran of this important position with Maynard Forbes, a 
decision that has proved to be very prudent in maintaining costs, highway 
maintenance, public safety, and Capital Expenditure Planning. In this capacity, 
Mr. Ross also was instrumental in establishing a five and ten year Capital 
Expenditure Plan with the Fire Department, as well. 


Daniel Moriarty, Clerk of the Finance Committee, formulated a new power-point 
presentation procedure for the Informational Meeting to proceed the Town 
Meeting, and bring about good communication between the Select Board and the 
populace in the proposed budget to be presented. The development and 
implementation of this presentation was funded at his own expense, using his own 
equipment, while giving of his own time and experience in the advertising 
business, at no cost to the Town of Monterey. 


The Monterey Town Finance Committee wishes to establish itself not only as a 
watchdog of frugal financial expenditure, but also as a forward looking 
management team, working with all other branches of Town Government to take 
into account future fiscal requirements. Keeping down costs involves much more 
than just keeping status quo, but requires some vision for the future, so that 
Monterey does not outgrow its own ability to protect the populace and provide 
essential services, which can be projected over a period of time. 


Monterey has a very low tax rate, as well as high government standards. We 
believe that these goals are not necessarily in opposition to each other.

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REPORT OF THE BERKSHIRE VISITING NURSE ASSN. 


OVERVIEW: As we at the Berkshire visiting Nurse Association celebrate of 
100th year of service to the residents of Berkshire county, we also celebrate our 
ongoing relationships with the boards of Health in Berkshire County. Berkshire 
Visiting Nurses Association, through the Monterey Board of Health, provides dis- 
ease prevention and health promotion services throughout the year to the resident 
oi Monterey. These services include regularly scheduled prevention clinics where 
residents receive personal attention in: 


Monitoring blood pressure 

Testing blood sugar 

Counseling on health related issues, and 

Referral as necessary to other medical care providers and wellness programs. 


Immunization clinics are held on a regular basis to provide routine immunization to 
children and adults. These clinics include the annual flu and pneumonia clinics in 
the fall, and other adult immunizations such as tetanus throughout the year. Rou- 
tine childhood immunizations and lead testing are made available and an annual 
Hepatitis B program is provided to 6th graders in the school setting. Communica- 
ble disease reporting and tracking is an ongoing part of the Board of Health Pro- 
gram. 


WELLNESS PROMOTION: 

@ 63 individuals were served at health promotion clinics in the year 2001. 
@ 12clinics were held at the meeting house or the Town Hall 

@ 82 flu shots; and 11 pneumonia vaccines were given

Susan Kaufman, RNC, our public health coordinator, works with the Monterey 
Council on Aging and Fairview Hospital to provide coordination of services for 
residents. Primary providers, skilled Nursing and assisted living facilities receive 
State Department of Public Health vaccines and immunization information. As a 
member of the community health care continuum of Berkshire Health Systems, 
collaboration with and referrals to the other health care professionals are readily 
made. Fairview Hospital’s Health Information Center, located at BCC’s South 
County campus, provides access to the latest online health information and regu- 
larly scheduled cholesterol screening and nutrition education. During time of ill- 
ness or disability, BVNA professional home care clinicians provide treatment and 
health guidance for the entire family. Registered Nurses, Physical and Occupa- 
tional Therapists, Speech Therapists and trained Home Health Aides are a part of 
the team to provide care and assistance in times of illness and family crisis.

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Southern Berkshire Regional School District 
2001-2002 Annual Report 


The ‘01-‘02 term in the Southern Berkshire Regional School District 
schools was marked by the September 11 tragedy in the same manner that the last 
year in all U.S. institutions of every dimension and purpose were. The students, 
staff members, and indeed, the entire school community, were deeply affected by 
the attack on our fellow citizens, and the outpouring of sympathy for the victims 
and the police and fire personnel working in the impact zones was everywhere in 
evidence. Fund raising efforts on behalf of the families who lost fathers, mothers, 
sons and daughters in the attack of 9-11 could be found throughout the school, and 
many elementary children participated in letter writing initiatives that were very 
poignant. 

The 9-11 attack also had the effect of redoubling local efforts to make 
sure that the schools are as safe as we can make them for the students and staff 
gathered for study each day. The Columbine incident in Colorado several years ago 
has changed the landscape as far as safety precautions in school settings in the U.S. 
are concerned. We have worked diligently on evacuation plans, as well as lock- 
down initiatives, to try to be prepared for a range of negative circumstances. The 
school is, of course, not fortress like, and therefore, we must be realistic about our 
own vulnerability while we pursue preventative steps. 

The school programs were quite stable in ‘01-02. The most significant 
change occurred in the Mt. Everett grades 9-10 classes, where a return to year long 
courses was accomplished in a plan that emphasized the commitment of a team of 
teachers to those grade level students for instruction and advisory assistance. The 
reaction of teachers, students and their parents to the year long course schedule and 
the consistent structure found in grades 9-10 “house” program has been most 
positive. The transition back to a year long, more conventional, course schedule at 
Mt. Everett will be completed in the ‘02-‘03 term when the grades 11-12 program is 
offered in a timetable similar to the new grades 9-10 format. Another significant 
shift on the Mt. Everett agenda for ‘02-‘03 will be the inclusion of on-campus 
vocational education programs in food service, building trades, and landscaping. 
The travel/time hurdles that have restricted access of Mt. Everett youngsters to the 
collaborative vo-tech offerings have prompted a decision by the Southern Berkshire 
Regional School District to withdraw from the vocational programs portion of the 
Lee, Lenox, Berkshire Hills, and Southern Berkshire Collaborative in FY’03. We'll 
continue to be involved with the Collaborative for internship services in the coming 
year, however. 

The financial position of the School District remains strong as FY’02 
draws to aclose. The state aid picture for FY’03 is not as bright as it has been in 
the recent past, but our modest expectations with regard to state aid increases in the 
local budget process probably helped avoid the need for major program shifts and 
cuts, at least for the present circumstance. There is, of course, no guarantee that 
planning for FY’04 without an upturn in state tax fortunes will not be difficult. 

The enrollment picture during the ’01-‘02 term did not suffer as greatly 
as the year before when 50 students were lost from District rosters for reasons other 
than the exercise of the public school choice option. (See enrollment chart, which 
follows.) 

The matter of a declining school age population in the Southern 
Berkshire towns remains very high on the list of concerns about the future vitality 
of Southern Berkshire Regional School District programs. As young, year-round 
families are replaced by second home owners and retired folks in the Southern 
Berkshire neighborhoods, the viability of our comprehensive K-12 school programs 


me 


is stressed. Declining enrollment can be, in many respects, as difficult to 
address as rapid growth. We’re prepared, from the standpoint of school plant and pro- 
grams, for a considerably larger student population than we have now. A further drop- 
off will necessitate some strategic re-tooling efforts. 

The school staff has also remained quite stable during the past year. The 
following chart indicates the turnover picture in the teaching staff:

A particularly promising sign for the Southern Berkshire Regional School 
District schools in evidence throughout the ‘01-‘02 term was the considerable increase 
in the number of students involved in elective or extra curricular program opportunities. 
In every area: athletics, drama, band, chorus, and service ventures, we were most grati- 
fied to find larger than ever student sign-ups and enthusiastic, stay-the-course participa- 
tion. When a high school of 275 has a chorus of 67 and programs in all areas with very 
robust numbers, there have to be a lot of things right, not only with the program offer- 
ings, but as importantly with the school community spirit and commitment, as well. 
The grades 5-8 musical drama, “The Music Man”, produced another high water mark 
for the ‘01-‘02 term, when a cast and crew of over 100 students, directed by Bob Law, 
drew cheers and tears to large TAC-PAC audiences for three performances. The school 
experiences available to and being seized by S.B.R.S.D. youngsters are very solid and 
in line with community expectations for comprehensiveness and top drawer quality. 
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The governance picture in S.B.R.S.D. is also quite sound as the district 
retools for the start of the ‘02-‘03 term. Charlie McSpiritt, a New Marlborough 
School Committee representative, has completed 3 years as the Committee 
chairperson, and he is well supported by a committee that has a healthy cross 
section of parents of students currently enrolled and others who do not have 
youngsters in the system at this time. The Committee has come together in 
exemplary fashion on a number of major issues over the course of the past year, 
and the members are determined about addressing a busy ‘02-‘03 agenda that 
includes a search for a new superintendent for ‘03-‘04 and the negotiation of new 
collective bargaining agreements with union personnel also for ‘03-‘04. 

The Southern Berkshire Regional School District Schools are a major 
asset to their respective towns. The commitment of the participating towns to their 
public schools represents a trust that the employees take seriously and will work 
hard to honor. 


Postscripts: 

1) The above report was written by Dr. William Cooper, who served the 
District as Superintendent from July 1, 1997 through July 7, 2002. Dr. Cooper has 
moved on to a position at Old Rochester, and the School Committee wishes to 
express their gratitude to him for his years of excellent service. Dr. Richard 
Holzman is serving as interim superintendent for ‘02-‘03, and the School 
Committee has employed the Massachusetts Association of School Committees to 
lead the search for a permanent superintendent to begin work in July of 2003. 

2) Worthy of note: The District’s enrollment increased by over 30 
students at the start of the ‘02-‘03 school term.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
July 1, 2001—June 30, 2002 


The Monterey Library had a productive year in 2001-2002, continuing 
to provide standard library services and sponsoring special programs for the 
Monterey community. The total circulation for the year, including books, audio 
books, and videos, was 9,181, up from 8,642 the year before. Videos were once 
again the most popular item, accounting for about 25 percent of the circulation; 
other popular areas were youth and children’s books, 24.1 percent; adult fiction, 
16.2 percent; adult nonfiction, 9.4; and audio books, 7.6 percent. 

The Library once again sponsored several programs and special 
services for the community, including performances by storytellers Alice 
Quintaro, Bates and Tincknell, Anson Olds, and Kathy Bracken, and a summer 
reading program for children. The annual book sale in July was well attended, and 
the circulating museum passes to the Rockwell Museum and the Berkshire 
Museum were popular. And the Library continued to provide a computer 
dedicated to Internet access for patrons, intended primarily to provide information 
about availability of books through interlibrary loan; the Internet access is paid for 
by a grant from the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners. Librarian 
Anne Marie Makuc continued the Library program of sending a children’s picture 
book to the families of the Monterey babies born during the year. 

The Western Massachusetts Regional Library System continued the 
scaled-back bookmobile service, begun last year due to state budget cuts, of a visit 
every eleven weeks. This impacted Monterey because we depend on the regional 
bookmobile especially for videos and audio books, which make up more than a 
third of our circulation. Library Director Anne Makuc has continued to make the 
region aware of Monterey’s concerns and needs. 

Needed repairs were made to the General Knox Wing; rotten boards 
and sills were replaced, and support posts were installed to prevent the walls from 
bowing. A memorial bench was installed on the front lawn, and has proved to be 
well used. 

In the May 2002 Town election, Laurie Shaw and Linda Thorpe were 
reelected to three-year terms. The Trustees reelected Will Marsh as chairperson 
and Laurie Shaw as secretary. 

The Trustees thank the many people who supported and made 
donations to the Library during the year.

REPORT ON THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, MAY 5, 2001 


In accordance with the Warrant for a Special Town Meeting, and with a quorum of 
102 of 603 voters present, the Moderator convened this meeting at 9:00a.m.on May 
5, 2001 at the Monterey Firehouse, Ltd. The reading of the warrant was waived at 
9:01a.m. 


ARTICLE 1. The Moderator read and called for a move to transfer the sum of 
$50,000 from Free Cash to the Sand and Snow Account, which was moved and 
seconded. The floor being open, Muriel Lazzarini of the Monterey Select Board 
spoke to the issue of safety on the roads in the winter in Monterey, that salt use is a 
work in progress, and maybe the Town can inch back from too much salt through 
computerization rather than anecdotal advice. K. Purcell asked if the $50,000 
overrun on this account was for purchase of salt and S. Olds asked had a mix been 
used of sand and salt, what the dollar figure would have been. G, Emmons noted 
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that the Finance Board did not have those numbers. J. Ryder commended the move to 
reduce salt next year, noting that salt use at intersections was too heavy. Fred Chapman 
noted that salt melts ice and sand gives traction, but felt sand at an intersection was not 
called for. Richard Tryon noted that sand gives traction while salt is melting the ice, 
but that granulated salt was left on clear roads. Peter Brown replied that educators in 
seminars say salt and not sand will work except on dirt roads and that the goal was to 
use as little salt as necessary. After discussion of whether bills to this account had been 
paid under emergency regulations, the Finance Board noted they had been paid but that 
the Town needs to replenish the operating account. A motion to pass the article as writ- 
ten was made and seconded. A voice vote on this article was affirmative. 


ARTICLE 2. A motion to move the article to vote to transfer the sum of $50,000 from 
Free Cash for the Barrier Removal Project, was seconded and Muriel Lazzarini ex- 
plained that in 1998, the first grant application for the Grange Building extension was 
turned down. The Select Board prepared a re-application with the help of a consultant. 
While the Town got that grant, plans had to be changed and a clear line could not be 
drawn between the funds allocated for the expansion of the building and specifically for 
the handicap access entrance, elevator and stairs. Some items were not covered by the 
state handicap access grant, and are represented here. These funds are only for the 
phase of expansion designated for barrier removal, which is needed before new con- 
struction can begin. A motion to pass the article as written was made and seconded. A 
voice vote on this article was affirmative. 


ARTICLE 3. After the article was read and opened for discussion, an amendment was 
offered and seconded to amend the original figure of $9,000 to transferring $22,483 
from Free Cash. The Select Board call for bids and lack of replies to bidders was ques- 
tioned. Peter Brown noted that the Board realized the most economical way to accom- 
plish the move was by use of a highway contract bid. Asked why there was a need to 
relocate the playground, he replied a water leak caused the septic to overflow the play- 
ground on the septic field. The meeting was adjourned at 9:27am in order to convene 
the Annual Town Meeting and open the polls. After convening the Annual Town 
Meeting, the Moderator called for a motion to adjourn the Annual Town Meeting to 
continue discussion until the Special Town Meeting had voted on this article, which 
was approved. A move was made and disapproved to close discussion of this article, 
by a counted vote of the Town Meeting, 48 yes and 32 No. The Town asked the Parks 
Commission for its view of the situation, since it is an elected Commission. Asked for 
a history of the playground, it was noted by C. Edelman that the playground was put in 
seven years ago at a cost of around $20,000. A. Enoch asked why, if the first location 
was a mistake, was there a move to place it again in a wet spot, and why not move the 
septic? M. Miller added that if the playground is put in place and we move it again, 
that too is not reasonable, and that it seemed there were too many issues, and lack of 
community involvement. J. Sylbert noted there was no cheap playground when the 
care of children is involved. S. Snyder asked that the relocation be postponed, and R. 
Lazzarini noted perhaps the Board of Health could arrange regular testing of the play- 
ground after replacing the subsoil and wood chips. A motion to move the question 
passed by a counted vote of 68 yes, 7 no. A vote was taken on the amended article and 
passed by a counted vote of 48 yes and 34 no. 


There being no further business, the Special Town Meeting was adjourned at 10:00 a.m.

At 9:34 a.m. the Moderator favorable entertained adjourning the Annual Town Meeting in 
order to continue discussion on Article 3 of the Special Town Meeting, just adjourned. At 
adjournment of the Special Town Meeting, at 10:00 a.m. the Annual Town Meeting recom- 
menced, as follows: 


ARTICLE 2. The Town followed a customary moment of silence in memory of William 
Mielke, Sr., W. Raymond Ward, Dorothy Wells LaMudge, and Bob Curtiss who had 
served the Town. The Town then requested a report from the Edith Wilson House Com- 
mittee. In his report, Lewis Scheffey noted that the Edith Wilson House has been isolated 
and that they took down parts that were marginal. The main house, he noted, could be used 
or not. He believes we should figure the best use of the land, and urged submission of 
ideas to the Committee. He believed the Town should hold a meeting to discuss it as a 
Town resource.

The 
Finance Committee noted that the salary covers Select Board expenses that the figures 
were recommended by the Salary Committee three years ago. After noting that the 
Conservation Board does many hours of work a week for no salary, and that the many 
hours of the board of Health need to be recognized in the future, the /Town called for a 
vote, seconded The vote to approve the above salaries was unanimous.

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In discussion of Article 4, item #296, the Tree Warden’s budget was discussed. 
Roger Tryon noted that it has cost $7,000 to replace trees, that the elected Tree 
Warden should have this amount in the budget, and he requested that $2,500 in the 
special articles budget be included in the Tree Warden’s budget. The Special Arti- 
cle was set up to provide for a committee to work with the Tree Warden, do a sur- 
vey of town trees, and advise the Tree Warden how to spend the monies set out in 
the Special Article. It was moved and seconded to consider adding this amount to 
the elected Tree Warden’s budget, with a vote to amend the budget item affirma- 
tive with two negative votes. The motion to pass the amended item was 47 yes, 20 
no. The amendment passed affirmatively. 


In discussion of Article 4, item #310, a motion was made and seconded to amend 
the amount requested to $199,781.00 for capital expenditures to the school ac- 
count. The motion to amend, seconded, was passed unanimously and the amended 
item was passed affirmatively by voice vote. 


In discussion of Article 4, item #423, Snow and Sand, discussion was opened con- 
cerning overuse of salt contributing to excessive heaving of town roads. In the 
fifty years he has been in Monterey, Richard Tryon noted this past winter caused 
the most frost heaves and cracking he had seen. He noted that excessive brine 
penetrating through cracks allowed brine to percolate under the roads. If snow is 
plowed off, there is less water available to penetrate cracks. Salt on dirt roads turns 
roads muddy. He noted that figures announced of 140 pounds of salt from the 
Town Shed to the Otis line was probably quite incorrect and presented figures cal- 
culated to be 984.2 pounds instead, given Town equipment. It was suggested by 
Dean Amidon that calibrated equipment be used on the Town trucks this coming 
year, that the costs of contaminated sand be calculated if sand is used in a mix. An 
amendment was offered to amend this item to last year’s budget of $99,640.00. 
After Town Counsel noted that no emergency money could be drawn until a Spe- 
cial Town meeting had been held this next year, and it was noted that this amount 
could b e placed in a special category on the recap sheets, to avoid holding extra 
funds in this account, it was agreed that a Special Town Meeting could be held in a 
timely fashion if a close track is kept on this account. A vote was called on the 
amendment back to the previous fiscal year’s Snow and Sand amount. The vote by 
voice was in the affirmative. 


In discussion of Article 4, Item #433, the Select Board was asked what had hap- 
pened with the funds the Town allocated for the newly reconfigured Solid Waste 
Transfer Station. The Select Board replied that the estimates are coming in at 
about twice what we appropmiated, that there is no design to match the amount 
allocated, and the dollars were voted as a permission to borrow. The item in ques- 
tion was not amended. 


In discussion of item #914, Health Insurance, it was noted that this Town pays 90% 
of employee’s health benefits, only for the eight employees who work at least 20 
hours per week, and that in the early 1990’s costs escalated to the point the fee for 
service contracts were 110% of the HMO contracts. At that tine the Town opted to 
offer HMO insurance, and offered to pay 90% of costs since the health insurance 
contracts were otherwise not equivalent across categories of employees. Some 
discussion on lowering the town’s percentage ensued, with the fact that the Town 
cannot change existing employee contracts, elected or appointed, under chapter 
32B. No amendment was offered. The motion to pass Article 4, as amended, was 
seconded and voted affirmatively by the Town by voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 5. The town voted to pass over Article 5, since the current year’s 
budget is already calculated according to the formula presented in Article 56, and 
passage of Article 6 would make this article irrelevant. It was noted that Town 
bylaws allow for one reconsideration of an item on each year’s warrant, and that 
the voters cold retum to this article should Article 6 be defeated. The motion, sec- 
onded, to pass over this article was unanimous. 


ARTICLE 6. The Town voted to amend the School Agreement, by secret ballot, 
then and there as follows: 


A) Pursuant to MGL Chapter 71, Section 16B as amended by St. 1996, Chapter 
151, Section 220, to calculate the Town’s and each member Town’s contributions 
to the operating budget of the Southern Berkshire Regional School District 
(hereinafter “District”) for fiscal years beginning July 1, 2002 through June 30, 
2011 (hereinafter “Second interim Period”) as a percentage of the operating budget 
for the District calculated as an average of total pupil enrollment for the Town and 
each member Town of the District for prior years, as set forth below. Said local 
contribution for the Town and each member Town of the District shall be recalcu- 
lated annually during each year of the Second Interim Period on the basis of Octo- 
ber 1 school census counts for preceding years as follows: 


FY'03 - Oct. 1 census counts of 1997, 1998, 1999, 2000, 2001 

FY'04 - Oct. 1 census counts of 1997, 1998, 1999, 2000, 2001, 2002 

FY'05 - Oct. 1 census counts of 1997, 1998, 1999, 2000, 2001, 2002, 2003

B) to approve and authorize the provisions of an Agreement by and between the 
Towns of Alford, Egremont. Monterey, New Marlborough and Sheffield, by and 
through their Boards of Selectmen, and the Southern Berkshire Regional School 
District, by and through its District Committee, dated April 5, 2001, which pro- 
vides: 
1. that the Town and the other member towns of the District will employ their 
best efforts to reach agreement on the methodology for calculating the 
District's operational budget assessments of the towns for the fiscal years 
beginning July 1, 2011, and that the Town, the other member towns of the 
District and the District agree tint negotiations to reach such agreement will 
commence no later than fiscal year 2009. 


The balloting completed and the tally presented, the vote to pass this article was: 
YES 60 NO 0 


ARTICLE 7. The Town voted to join the Berkshire Regional Transit Authority, 
pursuant to MA General Laws, Chapter 161B, Section 3. The explanation of our 
need to pass this article centered on the current once a week operation of transport 
for the elderly and disabled in Town. The vote would provide funds that would 
save this service. Mr. McNeil of the Regional Transit Authority noted that it is a 
safety net for the current service, since as a nonprofit the current [provider is un- 
able to access certain funding sources. Monterey provided $200 last year, for ex- 
ample, and the State and Councils on Aging also contributed. The regional transit 
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system, however, can appropriate funds through State sources. Joining the authority 
would cost Monterey nothing, but would allow access to different funding sources. The 
vote called for and seconded, the vote was: Unanimous in favor. 


ARTICLE 8. The Town voted to amend its Town Bylaws, Article 1, by adding: 


“Section 7. The Annual Town Meeting Warrant shall include the following two arti- 
cles: 


1. To see if the town will vote to appoint any committee or officers and then or 
any other of the Town instructions, authority or indemnity thought best, or take 
any other action relative thereto. 


2. To see if the town will vote to authorize any town Board to appoint any mem- 
ber thereof to another office or position for the term provided by law (if any) oth- 
erwise for the term not to exceed one year, and fix the salary and compensation in 
accordance with Chapter 41, Section 4A, of ;the MA General Laws, or take any 
other action relative thereto”. 


Discussion centered on the fact that these articles, as well as a third (“To transact any 
other business that may come before Town Meeting”) were all on the warrant as re- 
cently as 1992, but that one was eliminated in 1995 and the proposed first of the 
amendments to Town Bylaws was eliminated more recently. Town Counsel noted that 
there is insufficient warning to voters to allow discussion of items not on the warrant in 
transacting any other business that may come before the Meeting, and urged the Town 
not to adopt that section of the proposed article. An amendment to separate the three 
into three questions was moved, seconded and voted on favorably with one dissenting 
vote. The first of the proposed by-laws was voted on favorably by voice vote. In the 
case of the second, confronted y a proposed amendment that it be passed over, passing 
over failed in a two-thirds vote of 34 Yes, 19 No. A vote to confirm the second bylaw 
suggested was successful, with a voice vote. A vote to pass over the third article, criti- 
cized by the Town Counsel, was successful, by a vote of 19 Yes and 37 No. The entire 
article was brought to a vote, as amended by the omission of the third suggested article. 
The vote in favor of accepting the two remaining changes to the Town Bylaws was 
unanimous. 


ARTICLE 9. The Town voted to accept Chapter 41, Sections 19K and 108P, of the MA 
General Laws to provide up to $1,000 in addition to the regular compensation paid by 
the town for: 


1. A Town Clerk who has been awarded the status of Certified 
Massachusetts Municipal Clerk by the Massachusetts Town 
Clerks' Association (MGL Ch. 41, § 19K), such additional com- 
pensation to discontinue when certification is discontinued or 
withdrawn. 


2. A Town Tax Collector or Town Treasurer who has been 
awarded a certificate by the Massachusetts Collectors and Treas- 
urers Association as a Certified Municipal Tax Collector or Cer- 
tified Municipal Treasurer or District Treasurer (MGL Ch. 41, § 
108P), such additional compensation to discontinue when certifi- 
cation is discontinued or withdrawn: 


The article was approved, with no discussion. | Unanimously by voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 10. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $ 1,000 as 
additional compensation for a Town Clerk who has been awarded the status of 
Certified Massachusetts Municipal Clerk by the Massachusetts Town Clerks' 
Association (MGL Ch. 41, § 19K). The voice vote was favorable, with two 
negative voice votes. 


ARTICLE 11. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $ 1,000 as 
additional compensation for a Town Treasurer who has been awarded a certifi- 
cate by the Massachusetts Collectors and Treasurers Association as a Certified 
Municipal Treasurer (MGL Ch 41, Sec. 108P). The voice vote was favorable, 
with one negative voice vote. 


ARTICLE 12. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $100,000 
amended from $50,000 for the Stabilization Fund. It was noted this might have 
no result in our tax rate, but it might result in a .22 or .23 cent rise per thousand. 
Since the Snow and Sand allocation in the main budget of 2002 was decreased by 
this amount, it would not be likely to change the tax rate. A voice vote on the 
amendment was in favor of the increase. A vote on the article was then taken 
and was voted favorably by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 13. The Town voted to transfer the sum of $20,000 from Overlay 
Surplus to the Reserve Fund by a favorable voice vote. 


ARTICLE 14. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 for 
revaluation of Town properties by a favorable voice vote. 


ARTICLE 15. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,000 for a 
Town Audit for fiscal year 2001 by a favorable voice vote. 


ARTICLE 16. This article having been addressed in the regular budget for the 
Tree Warden, a motion to pass over the article was made and seconded. The vote 
to pass over was favorable in a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 17. This article was amended, after an explanation that the Select 
Board did not know the shape and physical properties of town land, that this 
would be used for purposes of survey and help from a qualified forester. The 
Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to make physical observa- 
tions for Geographical Information Systems implementation of Town owned land 
(amended by a counted vote of 36 yes to 6 no). It was confirmed that a surveyor 
had offered to do basic work for this amount, and that it would result in an inven- 
tory of town-owned land. The voice vote in favor of this article by hand count 
was 32 yes and 19 no. 


ARTICLE 18. The Town voted to transfer from the Berkshire County Dog Tax 
Account to the Library Appropriation Account the sum of $477.67 in accordance 
with the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 140, Section 172. 

It was noted this was the remaining fund deriving from the County Dog program. 
The voice vote taken was favorable. 
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ARTICLE 19. The Town voted to establish an "I Love Monterey Day" Revolving 
Fund, whose expenditures would be controlled by the "I Love Monterey Day 
Cmte," for the annual celebration not to exceed $5,000, in accordance with the 
provisions of M.G.L. Ch. 44, Sec. 53E 1/2 . The voice vote was favorable. 


ARTICLE 20. The Town voted, pursuant to the provisions of Section 4A of 
Chapter 40 of the Massachusetts General Laws, to authorize the Select Board to 
enter into an inter-municipal agreement with other cities, towns and political 
subdivisions for the group-purchasing of supplies, commodities and services that 
the Town is authorized by law to purchase and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500 as the Town's share of the expenses for the administration of the program for 
Fiscal Year 2002. The voice vote on this article was affirmative. 


ARTICLE 21. The Town voted to transfer the sum of $5,000 from the Receipts 
Reserve Fund account for the Community Septic Loan Program. The article was 
amended, by a favorable voice vote and the amended article was voted favorably 
by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 22. The Town voted to authorize its Treasurer and/or Tax Collector to 
enter into a compensating balance agreement or agreements for fiscal year 2002, 
pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws Ch. 44, §53F by a favorable voice vote. 


ARTICLE 23. The Town voted to allow the Treasurer to use available funds in the 
Treasury or, with the approval of the Select Board, to borrow money in anticipation 
of reimbursement by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on account of Highway 
Capital Funds, in accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Ch. 44, §6A, and 
to issue notes therefor for a period not to exceed two years from this date, and the 
proceeds from such reimbursement shall be applied to discharge the loan. The 
voice vote was favorable. 


ARTICLE 24. The Town voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Select Board, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning July 1, 2001, in accordance with the provisions of 
Massachusetts General Laws Ch. 44, §4, and to issue a note or notes therefor, 
payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year, in accordance with General Laws Ch. 44, §17 by a 
voice vote in favor of the article. 


ARTICLE 25. The Town voted to authorize two Town boards (the Library 
Trustees and the Board of Registrars) to appoint any member thereof to another 
office or position for the term provided by law (if any), otherwise for the term not 
to exceed one year, and to fix the salary and compensation in accordance with 
Massachusetts General Laws Ch. 41, §4A by a favorable voice vote. 


The regular business of the Town concluded, the Moderator recognized Gary Shaw 
of the Board of Assessors. Gary noted with regret the retirement of the Assistant 
Assessor, Harry Gustafson, from his post with the Board of Assessors. Gary 
commended Harry Gustafson for his many years of exemplary service to the Town 
as the Assistant Assessor, his meticulous attention to detail and fairness, and his 
untiring efforts to ensure each request by the townspeople for information or help 
was attended to promptly and effectively. 
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With no further business, the Town Meeting adjourned at 12:48 p.m. 
The polls stayed open with no incidents until 6:30 p.m.

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REPORT ON THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, TOWN OF MONTEREY 
NOVEMBER 30, 2001 


This is to certify that at a Special Town Meeting held at the Monterey Firehouse, on 
November 30 at 7:00 P.M. in accordance with the Warrant for the Meeting, and with 
a quorum of 70 of 605 voters present, the moderator opened the meeting at 7:00P.M. 
The reading of the warrant by the Town Clerk was waived at 7:02PM and the 
following actions were taken on the articles in this Special Town Meeting: 


ARTICLE 1. A move to pass over this article, for $7,987 in forest-fire fighting 
equipment, was seconded. The vote to pass over was: 
Unanimous. 


ARTICLE 2. This article was read, moved and seconded for discussion. In answer 

to the question how many clerks the Town currently employs, Muriel Lazzarini noted 

that the Executive Secretary, Bonnie Jurgenson, has taken on more duties than 

previous persons in her position, and that she needs additional clerical help and a 

trained person to undertake that help. The vote in favor of this article was: 
Unanimous. 


ARTICLE 3. This article was read, moved and seconded for discussion. The Chair 
of the Finance Committee, George Emmons, noted that the Finance Board had 
prepared a review of finances based on interviews with the Department of Revenue, 
the School Committee and the Accountant, and that the budget was on track. Stanley 
Ross presented their report, noting that Monterey has one of the lowest tax rates in 
Massachusetts, that new construction continues, and therefore the Town finances are 
in a fine state. The State budget cuts will not affect Monterey, even though it appears 
no Chapter 90 money for roads will be made available, because our roads are in good 
shape for this year and next year. If the addition is approved, the Finance Committee 
recommends borrowing the money over a long period of time. Our Stabilization 
Fund is at around $300,000 and our Free Cash will allow for additional expenses of 
$15,000 to 20,000 plus emergency Snow and Sand funds. In sum, we seem insulated 
from State funding cuts, and our School budget is in good shape. The impact of this 
spending on taxes is not an issue, and if we borrow the money the rates are currently 
so low that it is a good time to borrow. 


Mr. Tryon asked about the School Transportation budget, and whether cuts in that 
budget would impact the Town. In reply, Mr. Chapman noted that the State only has 
to pay the cost above a mandated $5 per student should they have the money, and the 
State has not paid all its share, though it has paid some and will continue to pay some 
of it to avoid public outcry. Mr. Mielke noted that we are in the second year of the 
bus bid, so that the costs will not go up for several years. If Chapter 70 funds were 
cut, Monterey would be obligated to 9% of those costs. Mrs. Lazzarini then noted 
that the $391,000 we have in our Stabilization Fund could absorb any cut in State 
funds. 


Mrs. Grotz asked why we were being asked to approve this article now, rather than at 
the next Annual Town Meeting, a concern echoed by Mr. Tryon who noted that this 
request does not reflect an emergency so we do not do the Town good service by 
holding the meeting now. Mrs. Lazzarini noted that it was scheduled partly to take 
advantage of current rates of borrowing, since we have no way of knowing whether 
the rates will be higher by the Annual town meeting. The estimated costs of this 
expansion approved three years ago were overthrown by the State forcing two phases 
to the project and the first phase cost what the whole project should have cost. 
Echoing Mrs. Lazzarini, Mr. Chapman noted that this is still the same project as three 
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years ago, and he called on Mr. Bixby of Clarke and Green for a presentation of the 
architectural plans. 


Mr. Bixby began by noting that three years ago, a planned expansion of 1500 square 
feet of new space was proposed to the Town, the primary motivating force for which 
was to provide handicapped access and additional office space. The drawings he next 
presented show Phase II with a porch at the front, and new space at the rear of 1500 
square feet. The handicapped access has added an additional 900 square feet to the 
hall. Requirements for space were expanded to provide the Select Board an office 
where they were before, the Assessors to be returned to their renovated earlier space 
and to provide the Executive Secretary with more space. While he considered the 
possibility of on-grade construction, a foundation basement is required here because of 
the slope in this area. When the project is finished there would be space appropriate to 
the needs of the Town and would allow the Town to attract more people to the Town. 
Mrs. Weber asked for the dimensions of the rooms on plans presented and was told that 
the administrative office would be 11 by 15 feet, the Meeting Room 12 by 18 feet, the 
room for Clerk and Records 7 by 15 feet. 


Dean Amidon asked for an accounting of funds spent to date. Mrs. Lazzarini replied 
that the earlier authorized $217,000 was still not spent, that the construction costs and 
bond counsel plus a 12% contingency fund would bring the total required to $375,000. 
Since the Town earlier gave an additional $50,000 and the State provided $456,000 (of 
which $100,000 paid for oversight by an outside authority) the total cost of this 
renovation will be between $800,000 and $900,000 of which $456,000 will have been 
paid by the State. 


Mr. Vallianos asked what current loan rates are and the Treasurer, Patricia Mielke, 
noted that preliminary inquiries of one bank, Berkshire Bank, revealed a three-year rate 
of 4.2 percent and 10 and a half years a rate of 5.3 percent but that these rates might be 
lower through the bidding process. 


Asked by Mr. Tryon about the expenditures to the Town for extra digging and 
asphalting, it was reported by the Select Board that the DEP encouraged gravel at the 
footings. In hindsight, footing drains and asphalting would have avoided water 
problems, and the Town Highway crew has fixed the problem by digging and installing 
footing drains and asphalting the footing areas. 


Mrs. Emmons asked if there was enough room in this plan for records. The Town 
Clerk replied that each division of Town government has its own schedules for 
retention of permanent records, that about a third (about 5 by 7 feet) of the documents 
stored behind a partition in the Town Shed appear to be permanent Select Board and 
Assessor's records, that there has not been an accurate assessment of space required for 
Tax Collector's permanent retention records, and that only the current working Town 
Clerk records might be stored in the space offered. The Clerk noted that Town records 
meant to be kept permanently are currently dispersed and we need to have the problem 
studied and accurate assessments made. 


Mr. Ryder inquired about space for the Police Department. Mr. Brown replied that the 
architect had felt there were certain constraints and had declined to include that 
department in the plans. Mrs. Purcell asked if the Police were currently in the basement 
and would they continue to remain there and was told that was the case. 


Mr. Mielke commented that it appeared we would be talking about a Phase III for this 


project. Mr. Brown replied in the affirmative, noting we still need to fix up and insulate 
the original Grange Building, although it is not a priority to do that. 
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Mrs. Grotz remarked that it sounds like this plan will not solve ongoing problems, and 
asked why entirely new construction was not considered. Mr. Chapman replied that the 
Select Board intended to use modular construction for much of this plan, which would 
be less expensive. Mr. Bixby noted that three or four boxes of scenarios were given to 
the architects, that the architects were only asked to do plans for the Grange site, and 
that he felt this was good dollar value and good historic value by having the offices in 
the center of town. 


Mr. Tryon requested a report on the costs of partitioning, which has already occurred in 
the basement and was told about $150 had been spent on that work. In terms of the 
overall costs to date, most of the funds spent have totaled $506,000 including the 
$100,000 administrative costs to an outside organization and $50,000 of Town funds. 
In terms of cost to the taxpayer, the costs would be about $150,000 a year for three 
years and 50 to 60,000 a year for ten years, including the earlier borrowing authorized 
by the Town for $217,000. The Finance Board noted the annual outlay has not been 
dealt with, and that we could pay most of this from the Stabilization Fund, or pay less 
into that fund each year to cover the borrowing. Mr. Brown noted that this space would 
serve for now. Mr. Bixby added that at $190 per square foot, since the bidding climate 
is good at this time. 


A vote to call the question was taken, with the results of 59 in favor, 5 against. The 
Town then moved to vote a secret yes-no ballot, moved to recess briefly, and that vote 
was counted as follows: 

43 YES 27 NO 
which meant that the vote did not meet the two-thirds standard for municipal borrowing 
required under Chapter 44 Section 2. 


ARTICLE 4. This article, asking for $28,116 for the Highway Superintendent's vehicle 
was moved and seconded. Discussion followed after a request for an explanation. 
Maynard Forbes noted that the original request was made by the committee created to 
hire the Highway Superintendent and work with the new Superintendent to provide 
support and background, and their request was reflected in this amount of money, for a 
half-ton pickup without a plow. He explained that the committee wanted it to be used 
supervise the highway crew, for travel connected with town properties, as well as travel 
to meetings and classes with the Department of Transportation and to State offices. He 
offered a motion to amend their figure to $35,816, which was seconded, because a 
three-quarter ton truck with a plow attached could be used if other equipment breaks 
down or if an additional person were to be added to the crew and the plow was needed. 
Mr. Grotz offered the same objection as voiced earlier with respect to the previous 
capital expenditure request, noting there was a tradition to defer all non-emergency 
articles until the Annual Town Meeting. 


Mr. Tryon asked whether the committee to hire the Superintendent was charged to get a 
pickup after they had chosen the new Superintendent. Mr. Chapman noted that the 
committee was reconstituted to become an advisory board, that they did recommend the 
truck, and that the Select Board agreed to the request. The committee may be 
continued, but now it is scheduled to be disbanded in January of 2002. Mr. Forbes 
noted that there are four trucks now including one 550 and one 350, one having been 
given to the Fire Company, and that a fifth is needed. 


A vote on the motion to amend to $35,816 was taken and voted on favorably by the 


Town. With no further discussion, a voice vote was taken and was voted favorably by 
the Town. 
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A motion to adjourn was seconded, and the Town Meeting voted unanimously to 
adjourn at 8:32PM

REPORT ON THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING OF MARCH 8, 2002 
TOWN OF MONTEREY 


This is to certify that at the Special Town Meeting of the Town of Monterey held at the 
Monterey Firehouse, Ltd. on March 8, 2002, the following actions were taken on the 
articles of the warrant for that meeting. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator at 7:00 P.M., there being a quorum 
present of 23 of 691 registered voters. The reading of the warrant was waived at 
7:02PM and the Moderator read Article 1, which was moved and seconded. 


ARTICLE 1. Mr. Dahlman and Mr. R. Tryon questioned the additional expenses for 
the Snow and Sand account, it having been perhaps the driest winter on record. Mr. 
Emmons of the Finance Committee noted that this item includes both wages and capital 
equipment expenses and called for detail from Mr. Forbes of the Highway Department. 
Maynard Forbes noted that the budget for Highway expenses had been reduced from 
last year's by 10,000, and that items of equipment for sanding and salting had been 
purchased including computer-calculators for the salt and sand equipment. In addition 
the space for storage for salt was doubled. To this, Mr. R. Tryon asked why such a 
capital equipment item had not been brought to the Town Meeting and was told a much 
greater amount of expenditure was needed before bids would be needed. In support, 
Mr. Emmons noted that vehicle repair does not come out of capital expenses, and that 
other towns are faced with similar situations. He noted that it was the duty of the 
Finance Board to be aware and this is not the result of an attempt to make things secret. 
Mrs. Emmons noted that perhaps a note in the Monterey News about the subject would 
clear it up. Mr. Brown added that computers as capital expenses are not the same as a 
sander's attached calculator, that Town Meeting reduced the budget for this item last 
year and thus the Town is required to request this amount of money at a Special Town 
Meeting. In reply, Mr. Ryder took issue with the complaint that we have in such cases 
to return to a Town Meeting, stating that this is a normal Town control. Mrs. Lazzarini 
noted that the meeting was really one to ask if we wanted to gamble on the next few 
months since this money has not been spent but we have none in the account. Mr. R. 
Tryon noted that he was not against the idea, but asking how it had been spent. 
A motion was placed on the floor calling the question and was seconded. The 
Article was approved: 

Unanimously. 


ARTICLE 2. The Moderator read this article, which was moved and seconded and 
opened for discussion. An amendment was offered as the first order of business, by 
Mrs. Lazzarini, as follows, to be inserted at the beginning of the proposed By-law: 
"In order to protect the public safety...". This amendment was voted favorably. 
Discussion of the article, as amended, followed. 
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The first consideration, by Mr. Emmons, was whether this by-law could be enforced. 
Police Chief Backhaus noted that the penalty for breaking the by-law was there as an 
enforcement tool. He would contact any homeowner and ask a bubbler be immediately 
disconnected, and if the homeowner continued in not complying, the fines would 
accumulate. There have been two incidents this year involving the actions of bubblers, 
one where the bubbler was a thousand yards from the skaters. Last year, both sides of 
the lake were opened, for fifty to seventy five feet all across the lake, because currents 
in the lake open the weakened ice much wider. 


Mr. Emmons asked whether, if we pass the article, it alone would deter bubblers, and 
Chief Backhaus replied that the department would be proactive and be looking for this. 
Mrs. Thomas noted that before the water freezes you can see the bubbles, and 
afterwards not but that the ice around the bubbler is only a half-inch thick, where 
elsewhere it is six inches. Chief Backhaus noted that currently a permit is required 
from the Department of Environmental Protection, but this bylaw would supercede that 
permit. 


The question was called and the vote in favor of this bylaw was: 
Unanimous. 


A motion to close the meeting was moved and seconded and the meeting was adjourned 
at 7:22 PM.

Town of Monterey’s 
Officers’ and Committee’s Reports 
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Report of the Select Board 


This report of the Select Board covers the fiscal year from July 1, 2002 to June 
30, 2003. The year challenged us with a variety of exciting and emotional issues 
among which were the start of Phase 2 of the Town Hall project, the onset of a 
Community Development Plan, citizen concern about boat access to Lake 
Garfield, as well as a brouhaha with the Board of Assessors. The business that 
lied between these extremes also garnered much of our attention, and although 
often routine, it was never mundane. 


The signing of the loan papers from the bank for $217,000 for Phase 2 of the 
Town Hall project was very exciting and particularly gratifying after such a long 
wait. This allowed the general contracting and sub-contracting bidding process 
to begin. Interestingly, the architect was required to redesign some of the space 
due to the police department losing its office space in the basement because of 
flood plain issues. This was brought to bear by a single citizen. Unfortunately 
the result is the loss of a significant space that was to be used by town officers to 
conduct public business and was also to be used as a place for public meetings. 
It now must accommodate the Police Department. 


We signed a Scope of Services agreement for a Community Development Plan 
that provided us with $30,000 from the state to explore and plan in four specific 
areas; land use, business, housing and transportation. We contracted with the 
Berkshire Regional Planning Commission to administer these funds as well as 
help us with the research and development of the plans. 


A local citizen who championed year round access to Lake Garfield prodded the 
Massachusetts Public Access Board to meet with us. A lively meeting with many 
citizens and special interest groups participating resulted in the formation of a 
Boat Access Committee to study the available options. The Select Board 
demanded that for summertime access another location for a boat ramp would 
have to be found. The Town Beach was not an option. Several avenues were 
explored but no alternative has yet been found. 


The previous year saw a re-valuation of property values for the town and the tax 
rate reflecting those changes was to be set in September. Because of this it was 
expected that there might be a slight delay. However, an inordinately long delay 
ensued and there was much heated discussion between the Board of Assessors 
and the Select Board over responsibility for the situation. In early December we 
had to ask for a volunteer first payment of property taxes from the citizenry. 
Finally on January 6" we were able to set a new tax rate of $7.90. A citizen led 
effort to decrease the salary of the Assistant Assessor at Annual Town Meeting 
prevailed and following this rebuke the Assistant Assessor resigned, as did all 
three members of the Board of Assessors. 
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The town is most fortunate to have a community sense of conservation that is 
remarkable. Gould Farm began the process to put about 200 acres in an APR. 
A conservation restriction was put on 40 acres of land owned by David 
McAllister, and the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Management 
acquired an additional 78 abutting acres that will be included in the Beartown 
State Forest. This amounts to a total of over 300 more protected acres for 
Monterey. The Lake Garfield Association, however, sounded one note of 
environmental alarm. Purple loosestrife was emerging in Brewer Pond. The 
education of the public was the only reasonable and immediate step that could 
be taken at that point. It is a concern that must be followed closely. 


We were pleased to be informed by Chief Backhaus that Monterey had received 
a COPS grant from the U. S. Department of Justice for $75,000. This was to be 
used for hiring a full-time police officer and would help cover those expenses 
over a three year period. 


The Director of Operations has organized the highway department with an eye 
on the future. He presented us with a six-year plan for road maintenance in 
Monterey with estimates of the costs. The primary highway improvement this 
year was the paving of a stretch of Tyringham Road. Handsome street signs 
were posted along Main Road making the names of the cross streets visible even 
at night. There was some citizen disappointment with these, however most of 
the feedback was positive and the Select Board encouraged the adding of more 
signage the following year. A very disheartening notice was received stating that 
the River Road Bridge had been eliminated from the State’s Transportation 
Improvement Program (TIP). This means that there is no funding in sight for this 
needed project. 


A new salary committee was formed and presented us with a very thoughtful and 
progressive plan of compensation for our employees. Unfortunately, extreme 
budget cuts by the State that were expected to continue for several years caused 
us to hesitate in implementing it. This grim picture was reinforced by a visit from 
Smitty Pignatelli, our newly elected Delegate to Boston. He reported of the 
budget crunch faced by Massachusetts and enlightened us about the budget 
process itself. 


A Local Emergency Planning Committee was established as mandated by the 
Massachusetts State Emergency Response Commission. Our Fire Chief, Ray 
Tryon, was named Chair. This group will prepare plans for Monterey as well as 
working in cooperation with the LEPC’s in neighboring communities. 


It was necessary to call a meeting with officials from the Massachusetts Electric 
Company. There was a woefully inadequate response by them to our needs 
following two major storms that occurred in just a few weeks time. Although they 
had excuses for some delays, promises were made that they would make every 
effort in the future to improve the response time when we called. We will see. 
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The Edith Wilson property has a new use; it won't lie completely fallow. The 
Pullens were granted a three-year right to use some of the land for an agricultural 
purpose. Another win for local agriculture. 


The more routine, yet not mundane business included preparing the budget and 
articles for Annual Town Meeting, soliciting bids, and issuing permits. We met 
weekly with the Police Chief, the Director of Operations, the Town Accountant 
and the Administrative Assistant. Always interesting were the visits from citizens 
with concerns, complaints or questions. We reviewed the mail and signed the 
weekly warrants that allowed employees and vendors to be paid. We were even 
required to set the time and date for Trick or Treating in Monterey. The 
Administrative life of a small town is absolutely fascinating. 


This last paragraph of our report is without doubt the most heartfelt. The Select 
Board, on behalf of the entire town, wishes to congratulate our emergency 
response personnel for their heroic rescue efforts after a plane crashed in the 
Beartown State Forest. They faced the worst of winter conditions in getting to 
the wreckage and prevailed in saving the lives of three children.

In March of 2003, a 
small plane carrying a 
family of 6 crashed in Beartown State Forest Gine 3 and leaving 3 survivors. The 
Monterey Fire Station became a command center for the rescue and the Monterey Fire 
Department, along with many other State and Local agencies, rescued the family members 
who survived. 


A FEMA grant of $21,000 was awarded to Monterey to buy equipment for fighting brush 
fires. A new KME Pumper/tanker for the Department was delivered in 2003 bringing 
Monterey up to all current standards and having an additional 1000 gallons of water for a 
fire will aid the Department in fighting fires. 


A well trained Department along with the best equipment will benefit the Town of 
Monterey, no matter what the challenge.

Work continued on the rebuilding of Tyringham Road with completion scheduled for the Summer of 
2003. A final topping of blacktop, additional drainage, guardrails and line painting was all that 
remained. A long project but the results will ensure and safer road with a lot less maintenance over the 
years. 


A large number of dead trees were removed from the roadsides which will cut down on the number of 
power outages in the future. 


Winter was extremely long and snowy, but the roads were kept in good shape by the crew at the 
Highway Dept. Over 12 feet of snow fell and all roads were kept open and there were no serious 


accidents. 


The 1984 Oshkosh and the 1997 F350 were scheduled to be replaced this year but the Select board 
decided to delay the purchases for a year and a better economic climate. 


Future plans include a new salt and sand storage shed, relocating and rebuilding the transfer station and 
continued work on the capital plans for the upkeep of our roads.

2002-2003 Annual Report 


The 2002-2003 school year will be remembered for the many changes which took place. Dr. 
William Cooper, who served as Superintendent from 1997, left the District’s employ in early July. 
The School Committee decided to conduct a very thorough search for a replacement, and thus hired 
Dr. Richard Holzman to serve as interim superintendent for the year. 


The following were among the highlights and accomplishments of the 2002-03 school year: 

* Progress was made in improving emergency/crisis procedures, including lock-down and evacuation 
procedures. Work will continue on implementation of a 3-phase security upgrade. 

* Collaboration continued between the Sheffield Police Department and the School District on 
developing tighter security on campus. Many new procedures were instituted for visitors, faculty 
and students. The UME/Mt. Everett traffic pattern was also revamped with the help of the 
Sheffield Police Department. The Undermountain Driveway was made one-way from 7:00 to 9:00 
a.m. to improve the traffic flow and make the student drop-off safer for students. 

* Dr. Holzman began efforts to establish Mt. Everett as a college campus with collaborative 
programs with BCC, MCLA, Cambridge College, and others. The BCC collaborative got 
underway with courses in culinary arts. 

¢ Collaboration with the Eagle & Janet’s Funds to promote fund raising activities increased. A co- 
benefit for the Eagle Fund and the Miniature Theater of Chester took place at the end of March and 
realized significant revenues for each organization. 

¢ The administration and supervision of grants was centralized. Amy Haworth, Accounts Payable 
Manager, worked hard to make the grants process more efficient, effective and accountable, as we 
continued to target sources of revenue in these difficult economic times. 

¢ Our relationship with the South Berkshire Educational Collaborative was redesigned to be less 
expensive and to provide more beneficial services to our District; 

* Out-reach to the community continued with positive results. In December, the District hosted over 
100 senior citizens for a gourmet luncheon and holiday concert. This was the first time we have 
tried such an event, and it was gratifying to watch the interaction between our students and the 
seniors. 


During the summer of 2002, Dr. Richard Sutter, Director of Special Education, left that position to 
assume the part-time role of District psychologist. An extensive search for a new Director was 
conducted, and the Committee hired Ms. Lynn Summerill to take over those duties, beginning in 
January. The District owes a special thanks to Mr. Wayne Joseph, who did an excellent job of leading 
the Special Education Department in the interim. 


The saddest note of the year came in December, when we received word that Carol Castino, who 
had worked as an interpreter for the deaf and as a caseworker in the middle alternative program, had 
passed away following a battle with cancer. Carol’s soft voice and pleasant smile are greatly missed 
by staff and students, alike. As the school year continued, the news from the Department of 
Education and the state legislature grew very bleak. The leaders of our member towns were also 
receiving their own bad news from the state level, and they communicated varying degrees of 
anxiousness that the School District keep its budget increase request to a minimum. The Committee 
received State projections that Chapter 70 aid could be reduced by over $1 million. As the Committee 
struggled with the prospect of huge budget reductions, the administration sent out letters to all of its 
non-professional status teachers and paraprofessional support staff notifying them that it was unlikely 
that their contracts would be renewed for 2003-04. 


On March 17 and 18, in the longest meeting in recent memory, the School Committee members 
and town officials discussed, deliberated, and ultimately compromised to bring forth a budget for 
FY’04 which they hoped would do the least amount of damage to the school programs and to the local 
taxpayers. The budget was subsequently passed by all of our five towns at their annual meetings in 
May. 
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By mid-June, the District received news that the Chapter 70 funds would be partially reinstated, 
and although the total was still nearly $400,000 less than FY’03, we were relieved that we could re- 
hire several of our staff members who had been put on notice. 


The School Committee successfully completed its search for a superintendent in early March, with 
the appointment of Ms. Valerie Spriggs. Ms. Spriggs was formerly the Executive Director of 
Professional Development in the Cambridge, MA school system and has extensive administrative 
experience in Lee and Hendry Counties, FL. 


As the school year came to a close, still more changes were in the offing. Mr. John Peron, 
Elementary Principal and valued District staff member for over 34 years, tendered his resignation to 
take on a new challenge in Pittsfield. Shortly thereafter, Ms. Donna Leep, who had served as an 
elementary teacher and as an assistant to the principals, also resigned in order to take on the duties of 
superintendent and principal at neighboring Farmington River Regional School District. 


Finally, at its June 25 meeting, the School Committee celebrated the good work of New 
Marlborough School Committee Representative Larry Burke. Mr. Burke is the first school committee 
member since 1998 to serve the full 3 terms, and he will be sorely missed. 


At that same meeting, the Committee welcomed Jim Stevens, who will be taking on the duties that 


Larry leaves behind. They also welcomed Ms. Spriggs, who was to assume the Superintendency on 
July 1. We look forward to working with them both in 2003-2004.

OVERVIEW 


As we at the Berkshire Visiting Nurse Association celebrate more than 100" years of service to the 
residents of Berkshire County, we also celebrate our ongoing relationships with the Boards of Health 
in Berkshire County. Berkshire Visiting Nurses Association, through the Monterey Board of Health, 
provides disease prevention and health promotion services throughout the year to the residents of 
Monterey. These services include regularly scheduled prevention clinics where residents receive 
personal attention in 

¢ monitoring blood pressure 

e testing blood sugar 

e counseling on health related issues and 

e referral as necessary to other medical care providers and wellness programs 

Immunization clinics are held on a regular basis and on request to provide routine immunization to 
children and adults. These clinics include the annual flu and pneumonia clinics in the fall, and other 
adult immunizations such as tetanus throughout the year. Routine childhood immunizations and lead 
testing are made available and an annual Hepatitis B program is provided to 6" graders in the school 
setting. Communicable disease reporting and tracking is an ongoing part of the Public Health 
program.

COMMUNICABLE DISEASE TRACKING 


Massachusetts Department of Public Health requires reporting of all communicable diseases, the 
following incidents were reported, investigated and received follow-up:

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
July 1, 2002—June 30, 2003 


The Monterey Library had a productive year in 2002-2003, continuing to provide standard 
library services and sponsoring special programs for the Monterey community. The collection of the 
Library totals 8,176 titles, including books, audio books, and videos. There are currently 832 active 
patrons. The total circulation for the year, including books, audio books, and videos, was 8,094. Videos 
were once again the most popular item, accounting for about 25.4 percent of the circulation; other 
popular areas were youth and children’s books, 23.8 percent; adult fiction, 17.1 percent; adult 
nonfiction, 9.9 percent; and audio books, 8.5 percent. 


The Library once again sponsored several programs and special services for the community, 
including separate performances by puppeteers Meredyth Babcock (“Dr. Marmalade”) and Michael 
Wolski (“William Whiskers’’) and storyteller/dancer Bob Thomas (these performances were funded by 
the Monterey Cultural Council). A talk by mystery writer Parnell Hall was well received, as was a 
pottery program for children by potter Rick Hamlin. The Library also sponsored a summer reading 
program for children ages 4-12. The annual book sale in July was well attended, and the circulating 
museum passes to the Rockwell Museum and the Berkshire Museum remained popular. And the Library 
continued to provide a computer dedicated to Internet access for patrons. Librarian Anne Marie Makuc 
continued the Library program of sending a children’s picture book to the families of the Monterey 
babies born during the year. 


In June 2002 the Berkshire office of the Western Massachusetts Regional Library System was 
closed due to budget constraints. This has had a great impact on the Monterey Library and the many 
other small libraries in Berkshire County. We are most grateful for the services that the Pittsfield office 
provided for over forty years. Barbara Morey, Tom Moorey, and Karen Klopfer provided wonderful 
support over the years as libraries moved from “a collection of books” to “information centers. Our 
heartfelt thanks for their dedication! We are now serviced through regional headquarters in Hatfield and 
learning to adapt to the loss of the facility in Pittsfield. We are committed to maintaining high standards 
of library service for Monterey and, with our advanced technology, are moving onward with the help of 
the Hatfield staff. 


The roof on the Knox Wing was replaced in the fall of 2002. When the new septic system was 
put in for the General Store, the Library Trustees noted that it encroached slightly onto library property 
but decided this created no problems for the Library. 


In the May 2002 Town election, Kathy Bracken and Carol Edelman were reelected to three-year 
terms. The Trustees reelected Will Marsh as chairperson and Laurie Shaw as secretary. 


The Trustees thank intern Guenevere Goik and volunteer Carole Clarin for their work for the 
Library during the year. The Trustees also thank the many people who used, supported, and made 
donations to the Library during the year.

Committees, the Monterey Finance Committee, consisting of three duly elected members, 
George Emmons, Stanley Ross, and Daniel Moriarty, contributed to Town Government in 
performing the primary functions specified in the Municipal Association Manual. 


Preparation of the Budget 


On January 13, one hundred forty-one budget request forms had been prepared and were 
presented to appropriate Town Departments requesting persons responsible to project their 
financial projection for the fiscal year ahead. Each request form included information from past 
history as well as actual expenditures for the first six months of the previous year. Replies were 
requested to be returned by February 13 so that the amounts could be evaluated and discussed in 
meetings with the Select Board during the months of March and April. Upon receipt of the 
revised School Budget, all items for the warrant were completed in a timely manner. 


Reserve Fund Transfers 


Management of the Reserve Fund Transfers is mandated as a primary responsibility of the 
Finance Committee. For the fiscal year from July 1 to June 30, each request received was acted 
upon within five working days, with very few exceptions. Nevertheless, each transfer request 
was carefully evaluated to be certain it met the unexpected emergency fiscal requirement that 
was not foreseen at the time of preparation of the budget, and for the future, to make sure that no 
transfer is expected to be of a recurring nature. 


Informational Meeting 


For several years the Monterey Finance Committee has prepared and presented an annual 
Informational Meeting. On Friday, April 25 at the firehouse, a power point presentation, 
accompanied with informational brochures, as well as a copy of the proposed Town Warrant 
were presented. Monterey Town Citizens seem to appreciate this formal opportunity to 
exchange ideas and opinions with the members of the Select Board and Finance Committee, as 
well as heads of other town departments and offices. While it was well attended and continues to 
be so, this meeting should probably be continued as a substantial contribution by the Town for 
good relations and well informed voters.

Discussion centered first on item 159. It was noted that the Administrative Assistant's hours have exceeded the 
number originally allocated to this position, at $14 per hour, and that the Board of Health Clerk's salary is part of 
this increase and is deleted from that Board's budget. The Select Board noted that a similar position in Egremont 
has a similar salary, and that the Finance Committee endorsed this increase. It was noted that Public Works and 
Facilities as well as Miscellaneous expenses are averaged in their impact in a different way from other sections of 
this budget. Discussion then moved to item 192, and an amendment was offered to increase the amount given for 
community use of the United Church of Christ basement by $500, which was accepted by voice vote. On item 210, 
the Police Budget, it was noted that an officer can be paid above their salary for detail work, and the Select Board 
responded that the increase recommended simply follows steps for salary increment proposed by the Salary 
Committee several years ago at a regular rate. This is a 3% rate. Responding to a query concerning the need for two 
cruisers, Police Chief Gareth Backhaus noted that at night there are often times he needs to call either for another 
cruiser to patrol or for backup. He was commended for consistently responding to calls in the middle of the night, 
whether accident-related or not. Item 423, Winter Maintenance, was addressed. The Select Board noted that this 
represents the actual dollar amounts spent this past year. The Finance Committee noted that there was a reduction 
by $11,000 in sand and salt for this maintenance this past year. Richard Tryon noted that, with no Town Report, it is 
difficult to understand this new breakout in accounting at the Highway Department Mr. Hoogs asked why, if the cost 
of salt and sand is down, the costs reflected here are up by $12,000. In reply Mr. Ross of the Finance Committee 
noted that fuel for winter maintenance was previously in a different category. Amendment of item #423, Winter 
Maintenance, to the amount of $111,640 was moved, seconded and passed by unanimous voice vote. Concerning 
item #426 the Finance Committee was asked if the amount reflected materials (i.e. saplings and shrubs) only, or 
materials and labor. In reply it was noted that it included only the amount for purchasing materials, and that labor 
was to be part of the Highway Department's regular responsibility. A motion to pass Article 4, as amended, was 
made and seconded. The Article was approved as amended 

by voice vote 
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ARTICLE 5. This article was moved and seconded. Discussion revealed the lowest bid for the audit approved 
previously was $9,000, and this amount represents the amount above what was appropriated. The Town voted to 
raise and appropriate the additional sum of $2,000 for the Town Audit for Fiscal Year 2001. 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 6. This article was moved and seconded. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $150,000 
for the Stabilization Fund. 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 7. This article was moved and seconded. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $185,000 
for the completion of the Town Hall addition. After a presentation by Mr. David Bixby, the Architect, discussion 
centered around the fact that $217,000 was previously authorized by borrowing. An amendment to include the cost 
of a Town Vault in the plans was defeated by voice vote. It was reported that there were very few town records, 
perhaps one linear foot, and that they could perhaps be housed in a closet sized space, but that the Select Board will 
need a survey of Town documents in the keeping of various departments before they will recommend a vault. Mr. 
Bixby noted a modular firelock vault could be retrofitted and that the vault would not be significantly cheaper 
should a smaller vault be installed rather than one to fit the space he allocated for it. The question was called and 
the article passed: 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 8. The Town voted to raise and appropriate as well as lease/purchase a firetruck for the Monterey Fire 
Company, Ltd. in the total amount of $387,063.83 (which includes the trade-in of the 1979 GMC/Engine No. 3 as 
part of the sum). Initial discussion after moving and seconding the article concerned an amendment offered by the 
Fire Chief, Raymond Tryon: to see if the Town would agree to a lease/ purchase of $175,000 and to raise and 
appropriate $183,030 to pay for the truck. Asked if it would not be more appropriate to pay from the stabilization 
fund or the tax base, and delete the lease/purchase, and if this were not a means to avoid proposition two and a half, 
an amendment to cancel the lease purchase was moved and seconded. The discussion then moved to a complaint 
that this was more truck than we can handle and a request that the truck be re-evaluated. The Finance Committee 
Chair, George Emmons then noted that the Finance Board had spent a great deal of time researching how to finance 
this truck. Mr. Richard Tryon noted there had been only one bid. The Fire Chief replied that there were only four 
companies that make this six-wheeled 4,000 gallon truck, that one company had replied they could not bid at this 
time, and only one bid had been received. He stated that it would take a year for them to build the truck, because 
components are made by different outsourcing companies. Mr. Moriarty of the Finance Committee noted that the 
idea behind the lease/purchase was to eliminate bumps and level fund the truck, because in the future there will be 
other major capital requests made by the Highway Department. Mr. Ross of the Finance Committee stated that as of 
the previous day, a lease purchase of $175,000 over five years would be up front a cost of $183,000, but that if the 
vehicle were not correct, the lease purchase would cover the deficiencies. The committee recommends that we 
would start with quarterly payments beginning in 2004, of $10,202 a quarter and therefore $40,808 per annum, and 
that the interest in total would be $29,043.83. Asked whether this truck was on a replacement schedule, the Fire 
Chief noted the fire company is on a 25 year replacement schedule, in the stabilization fund schedule. Mr. Ross 
noted that we will be leaving $100,000 in the stabilization fund and next year will add another $150,000, and that we 
may have a significant sum in Free Cash. The amendment was then called, seconded, and the move to delete lease 
purchase from the original amendment failed by voice vote. The original amendment was then returned to the floor. 
Asked what if there were to be a "no vote on the override" Mr. Ross replied that the Finance Committee had not 
worked out the details were the amendment to fail. Mr. Brown of the Select Board noted that we do not rely on 
overrides because we have the resources. Discussion then moved to the size of the cab on the proposed truck 
allowing for four men with gear and driver, a six-wheeled 500 horse power vehicle and 64,000 pounds weight and 
the comment that highway equipment should be equally important. The Fire Chief was asked if this meant that a 
driver waits for a four man crew rather than responding from any quarter of town. The Fire Chief noted that there 
are ten men within less than a half-mile distance and it takes less than a minute to get into gear, and this truck would 
lessen the number of trucks on a fire scene. Some voters had trouble with the idea of having to go to the firehouse, 
even with a daytime fire, as opposed to a nighttime fire when they are living closer to the firehouse. The Fire Chief 
noted that with the truck we bought in 1996, of 1,000 gallon capacity we are rated now at 9E by the Insurance 
Service Organization. With this truck, our rate will be 8B. We will save on fire insurance as a result. That fact was 
then placed in dispute. Mr. Amidon offered the opinion that perhaps this truck would be too big and elaborate for 
this town, and that perhaps a cheaper truck would do. The Fire Chief responded that it is the responsibility of the 
community to buy the best equipment we can afford, and there is uncertainty over availability of state funds. The 
Fire Chief asked if those objecting were trained firefighters, and noted that his responsibility is fire suppression. A 
motion was made, seconded and approved by voice vote that this vote be by secret ballot. Returning to the earlier 
discussion, the voters asked again if one bid were sufficient, and noted that after 9-11 the demand for firetrucks must 
be at an alltime high, and could the town not wait a year or two. In reply the Fire Chief noted that the truck would 
then be more expensive and we would lose value on the trade in. With only 600 to 800 trucks built per year a re-bid 
now would cost more. Town Counsel noted that because of the lease purchase, the interest would have to be added 
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to the amount we would vote, and the total amount we should be voting on would be $387,063.83. The amended 
amount was approved by voice vote. The question was moved, seconded and a secret ballot was called . The result 
of the secret ballot was: 

46 YES 43 NO with one invalid ballot. 
ARTICLE 9. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 to equip and furnish the new fire truck for 
the Monterey Fire Department. The Fire Chief noted that the funds include items such as fire gear and fittings to 
adapt to other town's hydrants and that the truck has to comply with NFPA standards. The article was approved 
by voice vote 


ARTICLE 10. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,500 for Cadastral mapping of the Town by the 
Board of Assessors. It was noted that this money would allow us to address inconsistencies in assessor's maps and 
would digitize the improved maps. The article was approved 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 11. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for the matching-fund portion of the 
Lake Buel Implementation and Demonstration Project, a state grant for the general improvement of water quality in 
Lake Buel through the installation of improved storm-water facilities at the northern cove inlet and the public access 
ramp, weed harvesting and plant replacement, septic system maintenance and public education, with no discussion. 
The article was approved 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 12. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,500 for the installation of dry fire hydrants by 
the Monterey Fire Company, with no discussion. The article was approved 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 13. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500 for the removal of lead paint from the 
rental house (“Bally Gally’”) on the former Edith Wilson property, no discussion. Approval was 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 14. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 for the repair and maintenance of the 
former Edith Wilson properties. Asked what would cost only $1,000, the Accountant replied that this allows us a 
maintenance fund for the properties. Approval was 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 15. The Town voted, pursuant to the provisions of Section 4A of Chapter 40 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws, to authorize the Select Board to enter into an inter-municipal agreement with other cities, towns and 
political subdivisions for the group purchasing of supplies, commodities and services that the Town is authorized by 
law to purchase and to raise and appropriate the sum of $400 as the Town’s share of the expenses for the 
administration of the program for Fiscal Year 2003. Approval was 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 16. The Town voted to transfer the sum of $8,400 from Overlay Surplus to the Reserve Fund, with no 
discussion. Approval was 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 17. The Town voted to appropriate the sum of $5,000 from the Receipts Reserve Fund Account for the 
Community Septic Loan Program, with no discussion. Approval was 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 18. The Town voted to continue the “I Love Monterey Day” Revolving Fund, whose expenditures are 
controlled by the “I Love Monterey Day” Committee, for the annual celebration, not to exceed $5,000, in 
accordance with the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws Ch. 44, §53E', with no discussion. Approval was 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 19. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $34,720, amended with voice vote approval 
from $51,500, for the loan and interest for Town Hall improvements. There was no discussion on this article or the 
amendment. Approval was 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 20. The Town voted to authorize and direct the Assessors to take $300,000 from the Stabilization Fund to 
reduce the tax levy for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2002, with no discussion. The approval was: 
unanimous, by voice vote 
ARTICLE 21. The Town voted to authorize and direct the Assessors to take $65,000 from Free Cash to reduce the 
tax levy for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2002 with no discussion. Approval was 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 22. The Town voted to authorize its Treasurer and/or Tax Collector to enter into a compensating balance 
agreement or agreements for Fiscal Year 2003, pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 53F, 
with no discussion. Approval was 

by voice vote 
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ARTICLE 23. The Town voted to allow the Treasurer to use available funds in the Treasury or, with the approval of 
the Select Board, to borrow money in anticipation of reimbursement by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on 
account of Highway Capital Funds, in accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 6A, and to 
issue notes therefore for a period not to exceed two years from this date, and the proceeds from such reimbursement 
to be applied to discharge the loan, with no discussion. Approval 

by voice vote 
ARTICLE 24. The Town voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the Select Board, to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 2002, in accordance with the 
provisions of Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefore, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in accordance 
with General Laws Chapter 44, Section 17 with no discussion. Approval 

by voice vote 


ARTICLE 25. The Town authorized the Library Trustees, Planning Board and Board of Registrars to appoint any 
member thereof to another office or position for the term provided by law (if any), otherwise for the term not to 
exceed one year, and to fix the salary and compensation in accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 


41, Section 4A, with no discussion. Approval was 
by voice vote 


The Town Meeting offered its acclaim to Fred W. Chapman, on the occasion of his retirement from the Select 
Board, and thanks for his help to the Town. There being no further business brought before the Town Meeting, the 
Moderator entertained a motion for adjournment, which was made and seconded. The unanimous vote for 
adjournment was passed at 12:20PM. The polls remained open until 6:30p.m.

Question 1. ELIMINATING STATE PERSONAL INCOME TAX 


32 


Law Proposed by Initiative Petition 


This proposed law would provide that no income or other gain realized on or after July 1, 2003 would be subject to the state 
personal income tax. That tax applies to income received or gain realized by individuals and married couples, by estates of 
deceased persons, by certain trustees and other fiduciaries, by persons who are partners in and receive income from partnerships, 
by corporate trusts, and by persons who receive income as shareholders of "S corporations" as defined under federal tax law. The 
proposed law would not affect the tax due on income or gain realized before July 1, 2003. 

The proposed law states that if any of its parts were declared invalid, the other parts would stay in effect. 


Question 2. ENGLISH LANGUAGE EDUCATION IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Law Proposed by Initiative Petition 


This proposed law would replace the current state law providing for transitional bilingual education in public schools with a law 
requiring that, with limited exceptions, all public school children must be taught English by being taught all subjects in English 


and being placed in English language classrooms. 


The proposed law would require public schools to educate English learners (children who cannot do ordinary classwork in 
English and who either do not speak English or whose native language is not English) through a sheltered English immersion 
program, normally not lasting more than one year. In the program, all books and nearly all teaching would be in English, with 
the curriculum designed for children learni9ng English, although a teacher could use a minimal amount of a child's native 
language when necessary. Schools would be encouraged to place in the same classroom children who are from different native- 
language groups but who have the same level of English skills. Once a student is able to do regular schoolwork in English, the 
student would be transferred to an English language mainstream classroom. These requirements would not affect special 
education programs for physically or mentally impaired students or foreign language classes for children who already know 


English. 
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Parents or guardians of certain children could apply each year to have the requirements waived, so as to place their child in 
bilingual education or other classes, if the parents visit the school to be informed, in a language they can understand, about all 
available options. To obtain a waiver, the child must either (1)already know English; or (2) be at least !9 years old, and the 
school principal and staff believe that another course of study would be better for the child's educational progress and rapid 
learning of English; or (3) have special physical or psychological needs (other than lack of English skills), have already spent 30 
days in and English language classroom during that school year, the school principal and staff document their belief that the 
child's special needs make another course of study better for the child's educational progress and rapid learning of English, and 
the school superintendent approves the waiver. If 20 or more students in one grade level at a school receive waivers, the school 
would have to offer either bilingual education classes providing instruction in both the student's native language and English or 
classes using other generally recognized educational methodologies permitted by law. In other cases, a student receiving a 
waiver would have to be allowed to transfer to a school offering such classes. 

A parent or guardian could sue to enforce the proposed law and, if successful, would receive attorney's fees, costs and 
compensatory money damages. Any school employee, school committee member or other elected official or administrator who 
willfully and repeatedly refused to implement the proposed law could be personally ordered to pay such fees, costs and damages; 
could not be reimbursed for that payment by any public or private party; and could not be elected to a school committee or 
employed in the public schools for 5 years. Parents or guardians of a child who received a waiver based on special needs could 
sue if, before the child reaches age 18, they discover that the application for a waiver was induced by fraud or intentional 
misrepresentation and injured the child's education. 

All English learners in grades kindergarten and up would take annual standardized tests of English skills. All English learners in 
grades 2 and up would take annual written standardized tests, in English, of academic subjects. Severely learning disabled 
students could be exempted from the tests. Individual scores would be released only to parents, but aggregate scores, school and 
school district rankings, the number of English learners in each school and district, and related data would be made public. 

The proposed law would provide, subject to the state Legislature's appropriation, $5 million each year for 10 years for school 
committees to provide free or low-cost English language instruction to adults who pledged to tutor English learners. 

The proposed law would replace the current law, under which a school committee must establish a transitional bilingual 
education program for any 20 or more enrolled children of the same language group who cannot do ordinary classwork in English 
and whose native language is not English or whose parents do not speak English. In that program, schools must teach all 
required courses in both English and the child's native language, teach both the native language and English, and teach the history 
and culture of both the native land of the child's parents and the United States. Teaching of non-required subjects may be in a 
language other than English, and for subjects where verbalization is not essential (such as art or music) the child must participate 
in regular classes with English-speaking students. 

Under the current law, a child stays in the program for 3 years or until the child can perform successfully in English-only classes, 
whichever occurs first. A test of the child's English skills is given each year. A school committee may not transfer a child out of 
the program before the third year unless the parents approve, and the child has received an English-skills test score appropriate to 
the child's grade level. A child may stay in the program longer than 3 years if the school committee and the parent or guardian 
approve. Parents must be informed of their child's enrollment in the program and have the right to withdraw their child from the 
program. 

The proposed law's testing requirements would take effect immediately, and its other requirements would govern all school years 
beginning after the proposed law's effective date. The proposed law states that if any of its parts were declared invalid, the other 
parts would stay in effect.
